In  our  time  we’ve  read  many 
advertisements.  And  perpetrated 
quite  a  few,  too.  Rarely,  however, 
have  we  seen  the  claims  of  any 
dd  confirmed  as  swiftly  as  were 
those  of  one  we  recently  pub¬ 
lished  in  this  space. 

Maybe  you  remember  it.  It  told  of  the  high  qual¬ 
ity  of  motion  pictures  about  to  be  released.  “Only 
good  pictures  can  make  a  good  season,”  we  said 
in  our  copy.  Then  we  went  on:  “We’ve  had  a 
‘good  movie’  summer ;  now  for  Fall  and  Winter !” 
And  on  succeeding  pages  eight  motion  picture 
companies  announced  some  of  the  pictures  they 
are  about  to  release. 

Well,  sir,  the  response  would  have  warmed  the 
heart  of  any  ad  writer.  Take  the  Cincinnati  En¬ 
quirer,  for  example : 

“Last  week  marked  the  first  such  period  within 
the  memory  of  our  theatre  critic  when  no  new 
movie  opened  in  Cincinnati.  That  was  not  be¬ 
cause  Hollywood  stopped  producing  movies  mo¬ 
mentarily.  It  was  because  a  half-dozen  down¬ 
town  pictures  were  drawing  such  crowds  that 
there  was  no  point  in  changing.  And  they  are 
drawing  good  crowds  for  longer  runs  simply 
because  they  are  better  pictures  than  formerly 


were  made.”  Rather  nice,  don’t  you  think? 

And  then  there  was  the  Memphis  Press-Scimi¬ 
tar,  another  paper  dear  to  our  hearts:  “Mem¬ 
phis’  response  to  all  these  films  has  been  such 
that,  for  the  first  time  in  recent  memory,  all  five 
downtown  theatres  are  holding  their  current  at¬ 
tractions  over  for  a  second  week.  Have  you  been 
to  the  movies  lately?  This  is  a  good  time  to  go.” 
Noel  Francis  in  the  Cleveland  News  starts  a 
column  with  these  words :  “Euclid  Ave.’s  neon- 
illuminated  marquees  never  looked  brighter  or 
more  inviting  than  during  the  29  days  just 
ended.” 

We  could  go  on.  But  you  get  the  general  idea : 
Observing  editors  have  found  out  for  themselves 
that  what  we  said  was  true — pictures  are  good 
and  they’re  doing  an  excellent  business.  Or,  as 
the  Atlanta  Constitution,  one  of  America’s  great 
papers,  says: 

“If  you  have  glanced  at  the  marquee  or  the  movie 
page  recently  you’ve  noticed  that  the  theatres 
are  presenting  quality. . . .  Their  business  is  the 
best  it’s  been  in  years.  They’ve  proved  they’re 
still  a  solid  force  in  American  life,  providing 
good  entertainment  at  a  low  price.”

The  contest  for  control  of 
the  second  largest  mail  order 
house  is  being  fought  by  two 
titan  s — Louis  EX  Wolfson, 
youngish  (42)  David,  who 
brashly  and  boldly  has  chal¬ 
lenged  that  staunch  old  (80) 
Goliath  in  merchandising  and 
finance,  Sewell  Avery,  Mont¬ 
gomery  Ward  board  chairman 
for  23  years. 

Strategy  Plotted 

Warring  camps  are  plotting 
and  planning  strategy,  which 
will  extensively  employ  both 
the  news  columns  and  the  ad¬ 
vertising  space  of  newspapers, 
to  woo  and  win  support  of  68,- 
000  Montgomery  Ward  stock¬ 
holders  at  their  annual  meeting 
next  April.  The  rich  prize  at 
stake  is  a  billion-!  company 
and  its  $300,000,000  cash  re¬ 
serve. 

Newspapers  have  noted  a 
striking  similarity  in  the  com¬ 
ing  contest  for  stockholders’ 
proxies  and  the  recent  success¬ 
ful  campaign  of  railroader 
Robert  R.  Young  to  gain  con¬ 
trol  of  the  New  York  Central 
System — another  big  public  re¬ 
lations  war.  (E&P,  March  27, 
page  7.) 

Mr.  Avery  has  not  yet  en¬ 
gaged  a  public  relations  firm 
as  counsel.  Montgomery  Ward 
advertising  is  handled  by  Foote, 
Cone  &  Belding’s  Chicago  of¬ 
fice. 

Wolfson’s  PR 

Mr.  Wolfson  is  represented 
by  .\llied  Public  Relations  As¬ 
sociates,  New  York  and  Wash¬ 
ington,  a  firm  that  handles  the 
public  relations  for  the  entire 


Wolfson  $200,000,000  empire  of 
enterprises  such  as  Merritt- 
Chapman  &  Scott  Corporation, 
a  globe-girdling  construction 
firm;  New  York  Shipbuilding 
Corporation,  Camden,  N.  J.; 
Capital  Transit  Company,  the 
integrated  street  railway  and 
meter  bus  system  of  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.;  Newport  (Ky.)

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Uniform  Safety  Code 
Crusade  Suggested

Lake  Placid,  N.  Y. 

A  united  newspaper  cam¬ 
paign  to  enact  uniform  state 
traffic  codes  was  suggested  here 
this  week  by  Alexander  F. 
Jones,  executive  editor  of  the 
Syracuse  Herald- Journal,  as  a 
project  to  end  “the  aimless  at¬ 
tack  on  the  nation’s  worst 
scourge.” 

The  round  of  applause  which 
his  proposal  drew  from  more 
than  160  members  of  the  New 
York  State  Publishers  Associa¬ 
tion,  in  annual  meeting  here, 
encouraged  Mr.  Jones  to  for¬ 
mally  advance  the  plan  at  other 
newspaper  group  meetings 
where  he  is  scheduled  to  speak 
in  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  Syracuse  editor  reminded 
the  publishers  that  newspapers 
have  been  participating  for 
years  in  a  variety  of  crusades 
for  traffic  safety.  The  basic 
trouble,  he  said,  lies  in  the 
lack  of  a  standard  set  of  rules 
and  penalties  for  motorists 
across  the  nation. 

Papers  Losing  Initiative 

Mr.  Jones,  a  past  president  of 
the  American  Society  of  News¬ 
paper  Editors,  sent  up  his  “trial 
balloon”  during  a  panel  dis¬ 
cussion  in  which  he  took  the 
position  that  newspapers,  due 
to  the  great  emphasis  on  brev¬ 
ity,  have  lost  the  initiative  in 
fighting  spirit  in  their  approach 
to  community  problems. 

“Our  chief  business  is  public 
service,”  Mr.  Jones  declared. 
“If  we  stick  to  that  business 
there  will  be  no  doubt  about 
our  future.” 

He  called  for  a  renascence 
of  local  reporting  in  depth, 
along  the  style  of  what  the 
Associated  Press  has  under¬ 
taken  in  such  series  as  the  five- 
man  wrapup  on  Senator  Mc¬ 
Carthy. 

Alicia  Patterson,  publisher  of 
Long  Island’s  Newsday,  also 
added  her  voice  for  more  local 
reporting,  and  she  offered  her 
14-year-old  paper  which  now 
boasts  220,000  circulation  as 
testimony  to  the  public’s  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  a  newspaper  which 
covers  its  community  thorough¬ 
ly. 

Economic  ‘Ferment’ 

“To  survive,”  she  said,  “we 
must  be  smarter,  tougher, 
brighter.  Editorially  we  should 
spend  more  time  on  developing 
stories  and  pictures  in  our  own 
community.  Too  many  of  us  de¬ 


pend  on  the  syndicates  for  our 
feature  material,  our  comics, 
even  our  editorials.  One  smart 
leg  man  can  dig  up  a  lot  of 
stories;  one  smash  picture  can 
make  your  paper  for  the  day.” 

An  economic  “ferment”  is 
causing  a  tremendous  popula¬ 
tion  switch  from  the  cities  to 
the  outlying  areas.  Miss  Pat¬ 
terson  reported,  and  this  is  giv¬ 
ing  newspapers  a  great  op¬ 
portunity  for  circulation  and 
advertising  gains  if  they  give 
proper  attention  to  their  com¬ 
munities. 

She  is  not  one  to  crow 
over  a  neighbor’s  misfortune 
(much),  Miss  Patterson  said, 
but  it  was  the  New  York  News 
itself  which  “excellently  and 
graphically  described  the  hor¬ 
rors  of  living  in  New  York 
City.”  She  quoted  from  an  edi¬ 
torial  series  of  last  May-Au¬ 
gust,  and  summarized  that  ap¬ 
parently  the  metropolitan  citi¬ 
zens  have  taken  the  News’  coun¬ 
sel  to  heart  and  have  moved  out 
to  Long  Island. 

“A  New  York  City  paper,” 
she  added,  “fills  the  needs  of 
the  cave  dwellers.  Newsday  fills 
the  needs  of  Long  Islanders.  I 
want  to  make  clear  though,  that 
when  I  speak  of  a  suburban  pa¬ 
per  I  am  not  referring  to  the 
traditional  country  daily  that 
crowds  its  columns  with  per¬ 
sonals.  Long  Islanders  w’ant 
their  news  local,  national  and 
international  dished  up  in 
metropolitan  style.” 

The  more  leisurely  format  is 
preferred  to  the  “bombs  burst¬ 
ing  in  air”  formula  popular 
with  city  tabs,  Miss  Patterson 
remarked. 

Reading  Time  Declines 

Importance  of  emphasizing 
local  news  highlighted  reports 
made  by  J.  Montgomery  Curtis, 
director  of  the  American  Press 
Institute,  and  by  Fritz  S. 
Updike,  managing  editor  of  the 
Rome  Sentinel.  The  latter  re¬ 
commended  that  editors  eval¬ 
uate  their  papers’  content  in 
measure  with  what  their  read¬ 
ers  really  want. 

Exhorting  editors  to  get  close 
to  their  readers,  Mr.  Curtis 
told  of  an  Institute-inspired  ad¬ 
vertising  agency  survey  which 
disclosed  that  the  average  fam¬ 
ily  reading  time  on  new’spa- 
pers  has  declined  in  homes 
where  television  sets  have  been 
installed.  In  a  5,000-home 
checkup  the  family  reading

time  in  non-TV  homes  was  one 
hour  and  58  minutes;  in  TV 
homes  it  was  55  minutes. 

In  53%  of  the  non-TV  homes, 
Mr.  Curtis  reported,  elders  read 
the  comics  to  young  children, 
but  when  TV  came  in,  only 
7%  read  the  comics  to  children. 

On  the  basis  of  his  experi¬ 
ence  with  the  API  seminars, 
Mr.  Curtis  divided  editors  into 
two  classes :  Those  who  are 
killing  themselves  with  worry 
and  overwork,  and  those  who 
have  competent  assistants.  This 
prompted  Paul  Miller,  Gannett 
Newspapers,  NYSPA  president, 
to  comment  that  “nowadays  the 
successful  executive  doesn’t  get 
ulcers,  he  gives  them.” 

The  incoming  president  of 
the  association,  James  H.  Otta- 
way,  of  Endicott,  was  intro¬ 
duced  by  Mr.

Ottaway  urer  of  West¬ 
chester  County  Publishers,  was 
elected  to  the  vicepresidency 
of  the  association;  James  H. 
Righter,  Buffalo  Evening  News, 
was  renamed  secretary-treas¬ 
urer. 

,  Both  Karl  H.  Thiesing,  ex¬ 
ecutive  secretary,  and  his  as¬ 
sistant,  Roger  Hilderbrand, 
urged  publishers  to  take  the 
initiative  now  in  aggressive 
labor  negotiations  in  order  to 
improve  their  contracts. 

Lieut.  Gen.  C.  R.  Huebner, 
head  of  the  state’s  Civil  De¬ 
fense  Commission,  asked  the 
publishers  to  institute  daily 
columns  in  their  papers  which 
would  help  to  educate  the  pub¬ 
lic  on  all  phases  of  atomic  at¬ 
tack  and  protection  against  it. 

At  an  advertising  session, 
Fred  H.  Bresee,  promotion  di¬ 
rector  of  the  fabulous  Bresee’s 
Department  Store  in  Oneonta — 
a  $3,000,000  annual  gross  in 
a  town  of  12,000 — advised  news¬ 
papers  to  provide  ideas  for  mer¬ 
chants  rather  than  just  try  to 
sell  inches  of  space.  He  noted 
the  changing  trends  in  store 
copy  and  held  up  what  he  said 
he  expects  about  1960.  The 
store’s  futuristic  ads  included 
actual  swatches  of  material. 

The  retailer,  he  said,  should 
have  a  definite  dollar  budget 
for  advertising,  not  an  amount 
based  on  some  percentage  of 
sales.  And  the  newspaper  ad 
salesman,  he  urged,  should 
show  the  retailer  how  to  spend 
that  money  to  increase  volume. 


Met  Area 
ABC  Figure 
‘Dangerous’ 

Lake  Placid,  N.  Y. 

Members  of  the  special  ad¬ 
visory  committee  have  con¬ 
cluded  that  the  proposed  re¬ 
quirement  for  giving  Metro¬ 
politan  Area  circulation  totals 
in  the  ABC  Report  would  be 
“dangerous,”  James  A.  Gor¬ 
man,  circulation  director  of 
Gannett  Newspapers,  advised 
publishers  here  this  week. 

Mr.  Gorman  urged  the  pub¬ 
lishers  to  give  careful  study 
to  material  which  the  com¬ 
mittee,  headed  by  Gene  Robb, 
Albany  Times-Union,  is  send¬ 
ing  out  in  advance  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Audit  Bureau 
of  Circulations  Oct.  21-22  in 
Chicago.  Proxies  will  be  asked 
to  support  the  committee’s  po¬ 
sition  he  said. 

The  proposal  originated  in 
the  Advertising  Division  of 
ABC  at  last  year’s  meeting 
and  the  Newspaper  Division 
asked  the  ABC  directors  to 
bide  their  time  on  adoption  of 
the  rule  change. 

“It  wasn’t  until  the  spe¬ 
cial  advisory  committee  met 
with  the  advertising  ag^ency 
sponsors  of  the  proposal  that  we 
really  found  out  what  was 
back  of  it,”  Mr.  Gorman  told 
the  publishers.  “They  explain¬ 
ed  that  the  area  total  in  Para¬ 
graph  25  of  the  Report  would 
make  it  easier  for  comparison 
of  all  media.” 

The  change  would  apply  par¬ 
ticularly  to  those  newspapers 
in  the  Metropolitan  Areas  des¬ 
ignated  by  the  Census  Bureau. 
Mr.  Gorman  said  all  news¬ 
papers  should  be  concerned 
with  the  ultimate  effects. 

*  «  * 

Mr.  Gorman’s  comments 
were  highlighted  later  in  the 
week  by  a  study  just  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  advertising 
agency  of  Sullivan,  Stauffer, 
Colwell  &  Bayles.  This  showed 
that  322  television  stations, 
or  85%  of  all  those  on  the  air, 
are  located  in  233  Metropoli¬ 
tan  County  areas. 

Richard  Dunne,  director  of 
media  research,  commented  on 
the  use  of  the  study:  “The 
county  as  a  marketing  area 
does  not  correspond  with  the 
marketing  area  of  all  products 
nor  of  all  advertising  media. 
However,  in  using  metropoli¬ 
tan  areas  as  a  nucleus,  the 
advertiser  and  the  medium 
can  make  proper  extensions 
to  fit  their  particular  circum¬ 
stances.” 
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In-Plant  ‘College’ 
Develops  Executives 


St.  Petersburg,  Fla. 

In  an  unique  attempt  to  an¬ 
swer  the  newspaper  industry’s 
age-old  question  of  “how  to 
develop  ‘home-grown’  execu- 
tive§,”  the  St.  Petersburg  Times 
is  conducting  a  26-week  course 
of  seminar  lectures  and  on- 
the-job  training  for  18  Times- 
men  selected  from  the  second¬ 
ary  management  level. 

Designated  “The  Times  Col¬ 
lege  of  Newspaper  Knowledge,” 
the  course  is  designed  to  ac¬ 
quaint  potential  candidates  for 
executive  positions  with  the 
overall  operation  of  the  Times, 
and  to  ground  them  in  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  modern  management 
techniques. 

As  organized  by  general 
manager  Alvah  H.  Chapman 
Jr.,  the  college  was  proposed 
to  fill  an  acute  need  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  personnel  training  program 
long  advocated  by  Nelson  Poyn- 
ter,  Times  editor  and  publisher. 
This  need  became  obvious  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  10  years  when 
eight  of  the  10  top  manage¬ 
ment  positions  had  to  be  filled 
from  the  outside.  In-company 
promotion  to  executive  level  was 
at  a  near  standstill. 

Consulting  Psychologist 

Organization  of  the  executive 
trainee  class  was  based  on  a 
system  of  candidate  selection 
outlined  by  Mr.  Chapman  and 
Byron  Harless,  consulting  psy- 
chologi.st  to  the  Times.  Out¬ 
standing  candidates,  ranging  in 
age  from  23  to  49  years,  were 
recommended  for  the  course 
by  their  department  heads. 
These  written  recommendations 
were  then  compared  with  the 
results  of  the  individual’s  bat¬ 
tery  of  aptitude,  interest,  and 
personality  tests  which  included 
the  Wonderlic  Personnel  Test, 
Kuder  Preference  Test,  Guil- 
ford-Zimmerman  Temperament 
Survey,  File’s  “How  to  Super¬ 
vise,”  and  the  Revised  Minne¬ 
sota  Paper  Form  Board  Test. 

Through  the  Times’  person¬ 
nel  director,  Mary  Snyder,  who 
serves  as  “registi'ar,”  a  schedule 
of  on-the-job  training  was  ar¬ 
ranged.  During  each  of  the  26 
weeks,  candidates  spend  three 
days  of  every  two  weeks  in  the 
Times’  18  different  departments. 
Under  this  system  of  “learning 
by  doing”  accountants  have 
changed  ductors  on  the  presses, 
classified  ad  salesmen  have 
learned  the  mechanics  of  news- 
writing,  and  credit  department 
personnel  have  been  acquainted 


with  the  problems  of  engraving. 

A  typical  on-the-job  schedule 
would  find  a  candidate  like  27- 
year-old  Cliff  Camp,  an  ac¬ 
counting  graduate  from  the 
University  of  Kentucky,  spend¬ 
ing  a  total  of  39  days  working 
in  circulation,  newsroom,  build¬ 
ing  department,  photo  lab,  en¬ 
graving  department,  stereotype 
department,  dispatch,  Fotoset- 
ter  department,  display  adver¬ 
tising,  news  composing,  art  and 
copy  service,  “ad  alley,”  tele¬ 
typesetting  and  proofroom,  na¬ 
tional  advertising  department, 
classified  advertising  depart¬ 
ment,  pressroom,  plus  one  day 
with  the  composing  mainte¬ 
nance  engineer  and  a  day  with 
the  general  manager.  This 
training  schedule  is  carried  on 
in  addition  to  Mr.  Camp’s  reg¬ 
ular  daily  work  as  one  of  the 
assistants  to  the  controller. 

Range  of  Topics 

As  a  supplement  to  on-the- 
job  training,  each  trainee  par¬ 
ticipates  in  a  two-hour  seminar 
each  Wednesday  night.  At  each 
meeting,  a  member  of  the  class 
acts  as  master-of-ceremonies. 
Topics  have  ranged  from  the 
psychological  basis  of  the  su¬ 
pervisor’s  job  to  a  basic  course 
in  advertising  typography  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Times’  art  di¬ 
rector,  Ellis  Clark.  Lecture 
series  in  basic  accounting  have 
been  presented  bv  John  B.  Ol¬ 
son,  Times  controller,  and  a 
sequence  of  talks  on  advertising 
fundamentals  was  given  by 
Irwin  A.  Simpson,  advertising 
director. 

Other  lectures  included  an 
outline  of  good  executive  quali¬ 
ties  by  Mr.  Chapman;  the  story 
of  Want  .4ds  by  Classified  Ad¬ 
vertising  Manager  Lloyd  G.

‘Political  Nuisance' 
Activity  Allowed 


Louisville,  Ky. 

The  right  of  a  Courier-Jour¬ 
nal  employe  to  become  a  “poli¬ 
tical  nuisance”  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  during  his  off-duty  hours 
has  been  upheld  by  the  news¬ 
paper  in  an  editorial. 

‘This  newspaper  finds  it.self 
in  a  difficult  position  with  re¬ 
spect  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl 
Braden,”  the  editorial  declared. 

“In  common  with  all  em¬ 
ployes,  he  is  entitled  to  his 
own  political  convictions  and 
social  associations. 

“These  are  no  business  of 
ours  so  long  as  Mr.  Braden  does 
his  work  and  pursues  his  other 
interests  in  his  own  time.  He 
does  both  of  these  things  ...” 

Mr.  Braden  is  a  copyreader 
for  the  newspaper.  Now  a  reg¬ 
istered  Democrat,  he  is  a 
former  member  of  the  Progres¬ 
sive  Party. 

Recently  Mr.  Braden  and  his 
wife,  a  former  Courier-Journal 
employe,  bought  a  home  in  an 
all-white  neighborhood  and  sold 
it  to  a  Negro  friend.  Later  the 
home  was  bombed. 

The  Courier- Journal  and  its 
affiliated  afternoon  paper,  the 
Times,  criticized  tne  Bradens 
for  an  act  they  felt  would  set 
back  race  relations  in  Louisville. 
However,  the  newspapers  up¬ 
held  the  Bradens’  right  to  sell 
the  home  to  the  Negro. 

The  bombing  led  to  a  grand 
jury  investigation  in  which  the 
Bradens  were  asked  whether 
they  had  ever  been  Communist 
Party  members,  or  whether 
they  had  ever  read  or  sub¬ 


scribed  for  the  Daily  Worker, 
party  newspaper. 

The  Bradens  refused  to  an¬ 
swer. 

Backing  the  Bradens’  view 
that  officials  had  no  right  to 
question  their  political  affilia¬ 
tions,  the  Courier- Journal  edi¬ 
torial  declared: 

“  .  .  .  his  personal  activitiei 
frequently  make  news  and  pro¬ 
voke  controversy.  ’They  become 
matters  to  be  reported  upon 
and  to  occasion  editorial  com¬ 
ment. 

“Although  this  comment  is 
seldom  fiattering  to  the  Brad¬ 
ens,  many  people  have  chosen 
to  regard  them  as  agents  of 
the  Courier-Journal.  “They  base 
this  odd  conclusion  on  the 
rea.soning  that  if  they  aren’t 
working  deviously  in  behalf  of 
the  newspaper,  Mr.  Braden 
would  be  fired  for  the  unortho¬ 
doxy  of  his  political  views. 

“We  cannot  recall  that  any 
employe  of  these  newspapers 
was  ever  discharged  because  he 
disagreed  with  us  politically,  or 
even  because,  on  his  own  time, 
he  made  himself  a  political 
nuisance. 

“We  do  not  think  the  day 
will  ever  come  when  a  man  will 
be  fired  by  us  because  we  dis¬ 
like  his  beliefs  or  his  friends 
.  .  .  they  have  a  right  to  be 
misguided  and  professional 
martyrs  on  their  own  time  if 
they  so  desire,  and  we  have 
the  right  to  criticize  their  ac¬ 
tivities  as  severely  as  we  see 
fit.” 
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Duty-Free  Newsprint 
Ruling  Under  Review 


Possible  effects  of  a  change 
in  the  definition  of  newsprint 
as  contained  in  the  tariff  law 
will  be  explored  by  a  special 
committee  of  the  American 
Newspaper  Publishers  Associa¬ 
tion  at  a  meeting  in  the  Home¬ 
stead  in  Virginia  Oct.  28-29. 
D.  Tennant  Bryan,  Richmond 
(Va.)  Newspapers,  is  chairman. 

Written  30  years  ago,  the  def¬ 
inition  of  “stendard  newsprint 
paper”  limits  the  weight  and 
specifies  the  proportion  of 
groundwood  and  sulphite  con¬ 
tent  for  the  purpose  of  admit¬ 
ting  paper,  which  is  primarily 
intended  for  newspaper  use, 
without  tariff. 

Newsprint  went  on  the  duty¬ 
free  list  in  1911  and  there  was 
no  definition  until  1923.  U.  S. 
publishers  then  sought  a  broad 
definition  to  cover  any  paper 
used  in  the  production  of  news¬ 
papers,  but  the  Treasury  De¬ 
partment,  with  the  help  of  the 
Newsprint  Service  Bureau, 
wrote  a  specific  description  for 
duty-free  grades  of  papers. 

Alicia  Patterson’s  Plea 
Some  modifications  have  come 
about  in  rulings  by  Customs 
Courts  and  the  general  trend  of 
decisions  has  been  against  the 
theory  that  end  use  of  the  pro¬ 
ducts  should  be  the  determining 
factor.  Better  than  “standard” 
grades  of  newsprint  have  been 
allowed  to  enter  duty-free  un¬ 
der  broad  interpretations  of  the 
rule.  In  some  instances  pub¬ 
lishers  have  covered  the  ad 
valorem  duty  for  special  fine- 
grade  paper  used  in  centennial 
editions,  and  such. 

Remarks  made  by  Alicia  Pat¬ 
terson,  publisher  of  Long  Is¬ 
land’s  Newsday,  to  the  meeting 
of  the  New  York  State  Pub¬ 
lishers  Association  at  Lake  Pla¬ 
cid  this  week  pushed  the  tariff 
definition  to  the  forefront  of 
discussion  in  the  newspaper  in¬ 
dustry.  The  Chicago  Tribune 
group  has  been  a  leading  agita¬ 
tor  for  change  in  the  definition. 

Miss  Patterson  contended 
that  newspapers  would  have  to 
resort  to  hner  printing  quality 
in  order  to  better  compete 
against  magazines  and  televi¬ 
sion  for  advertising  dollars. 

Lower  Price  Thwarted 
She  said  the  Treasury  De¬ 
partment  dreamed  up  the  news¬ 
print  definition  “with  the  con¬ 
nivance  of  the  import  committee 
of  American  paper  manufac¬ 
turers.”  The  definition,  she 
went  on,  limits  the  printing 


quality  of  the  paper  used  to¬ 
day  to  the  kind  that  newspapers 
ran  35  years  ago. 

“Until  there  is  a  change  in 
the  law,”  she  said,  “newspaper 
efforts  to  meet  the  competition 
of  other  media  will  be  definitely 
limited. 

“Smoothness  and  brightness 
of  the  sheet  of  paper  are  essen¬ 
tial  to  good  printing.  These 
qualities  can  1^  enhanced  by 
bleaching,  sizing,  super-calen¬ 
dering  and  by  use  of  additional 
filler.  But  the  Treasury’s  defi¬ 
nition  either  prohibits  or  seri¬ 
ously  restricts  the  use  of  such 
methods. 

“I  am  told  by  one  Canadian 
manufacturer  of  newsprint  that 
his  company  is  putting  a  great 
deal  of  emphasis  on  utilization 
of  cheaper  woods,  such  as  pop¬ 
lar,  birch,  jack  pine,  etc.  in 
order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  news¬ 
print  and  to  make  more  news¬ 
print  available.  He  said  poplar, 
for  instance,  can  be  delivered  at 
his  mill  $15  per  cord  cheaper 
than  spruce.  In  order  to  do 
this  the  method  of  producing 
fibre  out  of  these  woods  may 
have  to  be  changed.  He  finds, 
however,  that  the  restrictions 
of  the  Treasury’s  definition  so 
hamstring  his  research  depart¬ 
ment  that  very  little  of  a  con¬ 
structive  nature  can  be  accom¬ 
plished. 

“If  this  poplar  and  birch  were 
properly  bleached  we  could 
have  as  bright  a  product  as  we 
now  get  with  spruce  and  bal¬ 
sam  —  and  at  lower  cost. 

“All  that  stands  in  our  way 
is  the  outdated  Treasury  De¬ 
partment  definition.  Under  that 
definition,  no  bleached  pulp  is 
permitted  to  enter  the  U.  S.  A. 
free  of  duty. 

Proposed  Changes 
“In  December  last  year,  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  all  the  news¬ 
print  manufacturers  of  Canada 
met  with  the  Board  of  Direct¬ 
ors  of  the  American  Newspaper 
Publishers  Association  in  New 
York  City  to  discuss  various 
newsprint  problems.  At  that 
meeting  a  proposal  was  made  to 
sponsor  legislation  to  change 
the  Treasury  Department’s  def¬ 
inition  of  “standard  newsprint 
paper”  in  such  a  manner  that 
it  would: 

“(1)  Further  the  interests  of 
newspapers  in  the  United  States 
by  opening  the  way  to  use  of 
improved  quality  of  newsprint 
to  be  imported  duty-free; 

“(2)  Protect  non-newspaper 
users  of  standard  newsprint

He 
would  not  hear  of  them  “just 
shaking  his  hand  and  leave” 
as  they  had  planned.  Over  a 
cup  of  coffee,  he  reminisced 
with  his  friends  about  the 
glories — and  the  heartbreaks, 
too — of  the  days  when  they 
were  all  much  younger. 

paper  who  have  become  accus¬ 
tomed  over  the  years  to  im¬ 
porting  such  paper  without  the 
payment  of  duty,  and 
“(3)  Protect  the  interests  of 
the  United  States  paper  manu¬ 
facturers  from  any  invasion  of 
the  field  in  which  it  has  been

The  end  re- 

suit  of  his  efforts  will  be  a 
series  of  12  to  15  articles  to 
be  published  in  the  Scripps- 
Howard  newspapers  and  of¬ 
fered  to  newspapers  in  other 
cities.  The  series,  starting  early 
in  October,  will  be  spaced  out 
through  the  campaign  for  max¬ 
imum  effectiveness  and  will  in¬ 
clude  several  round-up  articles 
at  the  close  of  the  campaign. 

Mr.  Lubell  was  the  author  of 
the  series,  “The  Voters  Speak,” 
published  in  the  Scripps-How- 
ard  newspapers  and  in  30  other 
newspapers  serviced  through 
United  Feature  Syndicate  dur¬ 
ing  the  1952  presidential  cam¬ 
paign.  Not  only  did  he  fore¬ 
cast  accurately  how  every  ma¬ 
jor  economic  and  ethnic  group 
would  vote  for  President,  but 
he  also  pinpointed  the  issues 
and  emotions  that  were  stirring 
the  people  and  would  decide  the 
outcome. 

He  has  an  enormous  collec¬ 
tion  of  detailed  charts  on  which 
he  has  carefully  noted  the  vot¬ 
ing  behavior  of  each  of  more 
than  3,0C0  U.  S.  counties  for 
more  than  50  years.  He  knows 
the  sensitive  areas,  what  towns 
and  precincts  to  plumb  and  how 
to  gauge  the  voting  shifts 
which,  in  previous  years,  have 
swung  elections. 

“Sam  Lubell  probably  uses 
more  leg-muscle  and  wears  out 
more  shoe  leather  than  any 
other  political  reporter  or  poll- 
taker  in  the  bu.siness,”  Walker 
Stone,  editor-in-chief  of  the 
Scripps  -  Howard  newspapers, 
said.  “There’s  nothing  myste¬ 
rious  about  his  technique.  He 
simply  does  a  basic  job  of  news- 
papering — getting  out  and  talk¬ 
ing  to  the  people. 

Now  a  free-lance  writer,  Mr. 
Lubell  started  newspapering  in 
1935  on  the  Long  Island  Daily 
Press, 
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SDX  Marks  the  First 
Site  of  N.  Y.  Times 


The  historic  site  of  the  first 
home  of  the  New  York  Times 
at  113  Nassau  Street  was 
marked  with  a  bronze  plaque  by 
Sigma  Delta  Chi,  national  pro¬ 
fessional  journalistic  fraternity, 
in  a  brief  ceremony  on  Sept.  17. 

The  plaque  in  the  sidewalk 
was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
Henry  J.  Raymond,  co-founder 
and  first  editor  of  the  Times. 
The  newspaper,  then  the  New- 
York  Daily  Times,  made  its 
first  appearance  at  the  site  on 
Sept.  18,  1851. 

Mayor  Wagner  Speaks 

Mayor  Robert  F.  Wagner  re¬ 
marked  that  the  plaque  will  be 
a  permanent  marker  for  News¬ 
paper  Row,  “that  congregation 
of  daily  papers  that  made  Park 
Row  a  synonym  for  newspaper 
work  throughout  the  nation  and 
the  world,  with  London’s  Fleet 
Street  its  only  rival.” 

“Our  newspapers  have  dis¬ 
persed,  gone  uptown,  grown 
fewer,  and  also  grown  bigger,” 
said  Mayor  Wagner.  “Where 
once  they  covered  the  water¬ 
front,  now  they  cover  the  world 
as  well.  There  has  been  much 
progress,  there  is  a  vastly  in¬ 
creased  responsibility.  I  am 
happy  to  see  the  newspapers  of 
New  York  meeting  that  respon¬ 
sibility  the  way  they  do. 

“New  York  has  a  right  to  be 
proud  of  its  free  press,  of  its 
century-old  New  York  Times,  of 
its  memories  of  Park  Row  and 
the  value  of  its  press  of  today,” 
the  mayor  concluded. 

Manhattan  Borough  President 
Hulan  E.  Jack  paid  tribute  to 
“the  great  contributions  made 
to  responsible  journalism  by  the 
New  York  Times  down  through 
the  years.” 

“As  long  as  there  is  a  free 
press,  there  will  always  be  a 
guarantee  of  liberty  for  all  peo¬ 
ple,”  asserted  Mr.  Jack. 

Arthur  Hays  Sulzberger, 
president  and  publisher  of  the 
Times,  conceded  the  differences 
in  appearance  between  the 
newspaper  today  and  the  fledg¬ 
ling  Times  of  103  years  ago. 

Survival  of  a  Principle 

The  similarities  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  Times  and  the  paper  today 
are  those  of  character,  Mr.  Sulz¬ 
berger  said.  Mr.  Raymond’s 
principle  and  practice  of  pre¬ 
senting  the  news  fully  and  ob¬ 
jectively  were  carried  on  by  the 
late  Adolph  S.  Ochs,  Mr.  Sulz¬ 
berger  said. 

“Democracy  functions  through 
the  will  of  the  people,  and 


it  can  function  effectively  only 
if  the  people  are  accurately  in¬ 
formed,”  Mr.  Sulzberger  said. 
“To  this  end,  the  people  must 
be  served  by  a  press  that  is  at 
once  free  and  responsible — a 
press  that  does  its  conscien¬ 
tious  best  to  be  accurate,  fair 
and  comprehensive.” 

Frank  J.  Starzel,  general 
manager  of  the  Associated 
Press,  asserted  that  Mr.  Ray¬ 
mond’s  idea  of  publishing  a 
newspaper  dedicated  to  factual 
and  unprejudiced  reporting  was 
novel  in  1851,  when  most  news¬ 
papers  were  organs  of  political 
or  private  interests.  He  said 
Mr.  Raymond  took  a  leading 
part  in  organizing  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Press. 

Today’s  Reporter 

“The  reporter  of  today  needs 
to  command  a  high  degree  of 
skill  to  discharge  faithfully  his 
obligations  to  the  public,”  de¬ 
clared  Mr.  Starzel.  “Without 
stepping  over  the  dividing  line 
between  facts  and  opinion,  he 
must  be  able  to  present  cur¬ 
rent  history  in  its  accurate  and 
complete  context.  He  must 
find  ways  and  means  honestly 
and  accurately,  by  marshaling 
of  pertinent  facts,  to  give  a 
reader  or  listener  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  see  through  the  quibbles, 
sophistries  and  distortions  which 
unfortunately  are  injected  these 
days  into  public  controversies. 

“We  are  honoring  today  a 
man  and  an  institution  dedica¬ 
ted  to  the  highest  idealism  of 
our  calling,”  he  continued. 
“They  blazed  the  trail.  It  is 
appropriate  that  we  in  Sigma 
Delta  Chi,  who  have  inherited 
this  fine  tradition  of  our  pre¬ 
decessors,  rededicate  ourselves 
to  keep  the  torch  of  truth  burn¬ 
ing  while  it  is  in  our  keeping.” 

Robert  U.  Brown,  president 
and  editor  of  EDITOR  &  PUB¬ 
LISHER  and  national  presi¬ 
dent  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  pre¬ 
sided  at  the  ceremony,  attended 
by  approximately  200  persons, 
many  of  whom  were  newspaper 
executives.  He  reported  that 
SDX  has  installed  and  dedicated 
10  plaques  at  historic  sites  in 
joui-nalism  in  as  many  states. 

Pioneer  Journalist 

“We  are  gathered  here  today 
to  honor  a  great  pioneer  jour¬ 
nalist — not  because  he  was  one 
of  the  first  journalists  in  this 
country — there  were  mauy  stal¬ 
warts  before  him — but  because 
he  pioneered  in  a  new  type  of 
journalism — objective  reporting

Baltimore,  a  great-grandson  of 
the  Times  editor,  and  Mrs.  Lam¬ 
bert;  and  Mrs.  Seymour  Hol¬ 
brook  of  Norfolk,  Conn.,  the 
former  Mrs.  Henry  J.  Ray¬ 
mond,  11. 

The  plaque  reads; 

“In  memory  of  Henry  Jarvis 
Raymond,  1820-1869,  first  edi¬ 
tor  and  co-founder  of  the  New 
York  Times.  He  not  only 
preached  but  practiced  to  ‘sub¬ 
stitute  reason  for  prejudice,  a 
cool  and  intelligent  judgment 
for  passion.’  A  pioneer  in  pub¬ 
lishing  the  facts  of  the  news 
without  regard  for  party  or 
personal  preference  he  and  his 
associate,  George  Jones,  pro¬ 
duced  their  first  newspaper  on 
this  site  September  18,  1851.

Park  Row  Loses 
Last  Newspaper 

Park  Row,  once  the  cele¬ 
brated  home  of  New  York  City 
journalism,  has  lost  the  last 
of  its  newspapers. 

The  120-year-old  New  Yorker 
Staats-Zeitung  und  Herold, 
largest  German  language  news¬ 
paper  in  the  United  States, 
moved  last  week  to  a  new  plant 
at  61st  Street  and  Broadway, 
Woodside,  Queens. 

Erwin  A.  Single,  the  editor, 
went  to  Newspaper  Row  in 
1926  as  a  copyboy  for  the  old 
Herold  and  later  became  a 
classified  clerk  with  the  Staats- 
Zeitung  &  Herold.  He  later 
joined  the  Journal  of  Com¬ 
merce,  of  which  he  became  busi¬ 
ness  manager.  He  and  August 
Steuer  bought  the  Zeitung  last 
year  from  the  Ridder  interests. 

Dr.  Ludwig  Oberndorf,  man¬ 
aging  editor,  joined  the  Staats- 
Zeitung  in  1914  when  he  was 
23  years  old.

Latin  America  Press 
‘A  Vigorous  Force’ 

By  Charles  E.  Scripps 

Chairman,  Scripps-Howard  Newspapers 


I  started  to  South  America 
convinced  that  a  United  States 
newspaperman  should  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  that  continent,  never 
more  important  to  us  and  in 
world  affairs. 

The  progress  that  I  found  in 
the  dozen  cities  I  visited  ex¬ 
ceeded  even  my  expectations. 
The  courtesy  of  all  who  received 
me — heads  of  state,  officials, 
diplomats,  colleagues  in  journal¬ 
ism,  old  and  new  friends  among 
American  residents — was  over¬ 
whelming. 

No  one  can  report  authorita¬ 
tively  on  the  South  American 
press  without  a  working  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese, 
and  without  a  lot  more  observa¬ 
tion  than  that  during  my  re¬ 
cent  six  weeks  in  eight  of  the 
ten  countries. 

Having  neither  qualifications, 
I  can  only  report  impressions. 

The  South  American  press  is 
a  vigorous  force.  It  is  keeping 
pace  with  the  advance  of  popu¬ 
lar  education,  which  is  creating 
new  readers  even  faster  than 
the  great  increase  of  population 
would  suggest. 

From  our  point  of  view,  much 
of  the  press  is  openly  partisan 
to  political  parties,  or  ideolo¬ 
gies.  Much  of  it  is  subsidized 
by  political  groups,  individuals 
with  political  ambition  or,  in 
some  cases,  by  governments 


themselves.  The  result  is  that 
every  city  seems  to  have  a 
limited  number  of  strong  and 
financially  independent  newspa¬ 
pers  and  a  larger  number  of 
small  and  financially  dependent 
journals. 

A  sort  of  balance  is  achieved 
by  the  fact  that  every  cause 
has  its  journalistic  advocate. 
The  reader  can  get  a  balanced 
view  of  events  by  reading 
enough  newspapers  with  an  eye 
to  the  particular  politics  of 
each.  This  sort  of  reading 
seems  to  be  more  general  than 
one  would  expect. 


There  appears  to  be  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  publishers 
who  consider  joumali.sm  a  cause 
in  itself  and  not  a  means  to 
implement  some  other  cause.  I 
found  some  cases  where  the 
younger  generation  in  old  pub¬ 
lishing  families  seems  to  be 
breaking  away  from  a  tradition 
of  partisan  journalism. 

In  some  ways  the  journalistic 
pattern  resembles  the  pattern 
seen  in  the  United  States  two 
or  three  generations  ago.  It  is 
perhaps  in  part  due  to  an  eco¬ 
nomic  pattern  that  also  re¬ 
sembles  that  of  the  United 
States  at  that  time.  It  could 
well  be  that  as  incomes  in  the 
lower  levels  continue  to  rise 
and  literacy  continues  to  in¬ 
crease,  more  publishers  will  find 
their  way  to  non-partisan  jour¬ 
nalism. 

It  wasn’t  so  very  many  years 
ago  that  independent  journal¬ 


ism  became  the  generally  ac¬ 
cepted  standard  in  the  United 
States.  It  wasn’t  until  publish¬ 
ers  discovered  economic  power 
in  the  lower  income  levels  that 
a  great  many  of  them  saw  their 
way  to  serving  that  group  of 
readers. 

On  the  production  side,  there 
are  a  good  many  fine,  modem 
plants.  Quite  a  number  of  them 
have  difficulty  finding  enough 
skilled  craftsmen  to  achieve 
the  full  potential  in  printing 
quality. 

There  is  a  definite  trend 
toward  use  of  more  pictures 
and  better  use  of  them  as  a 
method  of  reporting.  This  is 
much  the  same  as  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  picture  use  in  the 
United  States  of  the  last  15 
years  and  is  probably  moving 
a  good  deal  faster. 

There  is  more  use  of  global 
news  than  in  most  newspapers 
in  the  United  States. 

There  is  surprisingly  little 
development  of  home  delivery 
circulation.  Most  newspapers 
are  sold  at  the  back  door  of 
the  plant,  or  delivered  to  in¬ 
dependent  distributors  and 
newsstands.  Several  of  the  lar¬ 
ger  publishers  I  talked  to  are 
studying  home  delivery  methods 
in  the  U.  S. 

I  found  no  such  thing  as  the 
Audit  Bureau  of  Circulation. 
Many  publishers  I  talked  to 
felt  that  it  would  be  a  good 
thing,  and  I  understand  the 
Inter  American  Press  Associa¬ 
tion  has  inaugurated  an  audit 
service.  The  advertiser  ap¬ 
parently  compares  his  rate  with 
results  achieved,  and  doesn’t 
worry  too  much  about  the  num¬ 
ber  of  copies  sold.

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Press  Wins 
Skirmish  with 
AEG  Official

The  Santa  Fe  Operations 
manager  of  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  has  admitted  that 
he  was  wrong  in  trying  to  say 
whether  or  not  a  recent  poll 
at  Los  Alamos  was  news. 

But  there  has  been  no  per¬ 
manent  solution  to  what  news¬ 
men  covering  the  atomic  city 
and  atomic  energy  offices  here 
feel  is  a  gradual  clamping 
down  on  non-security  news. 

The  latest  instance  of  this 
voluntary  censorship  on  the 
part  of  Col.  Donald  J.  Leehey, 
the  manager,  came  after  he 
polled  various  residents  of  Los 
Alamos  on  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  they  would  like 
to  have  the  gates  taken  down 
and  the  city  “thrown  open.” 

The  Sante  Fe  New  Mexican 
printed  the  news  of  the  poll, 
along  with  Col.  Leehey’s  prom¬ 
ise  to  those  answering  it  that 
they  would  be  advised  of  the 
results  at  the  end  of  a  48-hour 
period  and  at  the  end  of  a  10- 
day  period. 

Restrictions  Lifted 

The  trouble  started  when 
Joe  Lawler,  managing  editor  of 
the  New  Mexican,  asked  Col. 
Leehey  for  the  48-hour  results 
and  was  told  they  would  not  be 
made  available  for  general 
distribution — despite  the  fact 
that  they  had  been  released  to 
Los  Alamos  radio  station  KRSN 
and  would  be  published  in  two 
house  organs  inside  the  city. 

He  later  told  Leif  Erickson, 
Associated  Press  bureau  chief 
here,  in  answer  to  written  ques¬ 
tions,  that  he  considered  the 
poll  and  its  results  “personal 
between  him”  and  the  people 
of  Los  Alamos. 

Mr.  Lawler  protested  to  Col. 
Leehey  and  argued  that 
whether  Los  Alamos  became  an 
open  city  was  of  general  in¬ 
terest  throughout  New  Mexico 
and  the  nation.  A  protest  was 
also  lodged  by  Bob  Brown,  man¬ 
aging  editor  of  the  Albuquerque 
Journal,  which  also  circulates 
in  the  atomic  town.  Mr.  Brown 
said  he  particularly  protested 
the  ‘discriminatory”  practice 
of  news  to  a  radio  station  and 
not  to  the  newspapers. 

Col.  Leehey  defended  his  ac¬ 
tion  in  this  respect  on  the 
ground  that  the  radio  station 
was  purely  local. 

During  his  conversation  with

Mr.  Brown,  Col.  Leehey  finally 
agreed  to  release  the  final  re¬ 
sults  of  the  poll.  When  he  did 
he  said  that  phone  conversa¬ 
tions  with  editors  and  reporters 
had  produced  “for  my  part  a 
better  understanding  of  your 
interest  in  our  community  at 
Los  Alamos  and  of  the  extent 
to  which  your  newspapers  and 
radio  stations  reach  into  the 
Los  Alamos  community.”  Col. 
Leehey  said  he  was  certain  the 
editors  and  reporters  better  un¬ 
derstood  now  his  feeling  that 
he  had  an  obligation  to  limit 
reporting  the  poll  sampling  to 
the  Los  Alamos  area. 

Fire  in  News  Blockade 

The  matter  of  the  poll  was 
not  the  first  time  newsmen  had 
tangled  with  Col.  Leehey,  who 
succeeded  Carroll  Tyler  as 
manager  a  few  months  ago. 
Mr.  Lawler  said  “we  also  en¬ 
countered  a  news  blockade”  at 
the  time  of  a  forest  fire  which 
swept  to  within  a  half  mile 
of  security  area  buildings  at 
Los  Alamos  last  June  5. 

He  said  that  he  called  Col. 
Leehey  personally  at  the  time 
and  was  told  there  “is  no  news 
up  there.”  Mr.  Lawler  said  that 
Col.  Leehey  in  general  refused 
to  cooperate  with  newsmen. 

Newsmen  and  other  AEC 
officials  didn’t  agree  with  the 
manager  and  the  fire  was  given 
full  coverage. 

The  latest  clash  with  news¬ 
men  caused  Bill  Richardson, 
state  chairman  of  Sigma  Delta 
Chi,  to  protest  to  national 
headquarters. 


Mr.  Lawler  said  this  week 
that  “there  is  still  no  resolution 
to  the  basic  problem  of  whether 
Leehey  or  the  newspaper  pro¬ 
fession  should  be  the  judge  of 
what  constitutes  valid  news  out¬ 
side  the  realm  of  security.” 

The  AEC,  he  said,  has  some 
capable  public  information  peo¬ 
ple  in  their  Santa  Fe  Opera¬ 
tions  office,  “if  Washington 
would  only  allow  them  to  func¬ 
tion  properly.”  He  mentioned 
particularly  Richard  Elliott, 
head  of  the  Information  divi¬ 
sion  who  has  handled  publicity 
at  Los  Alamos  and  for  the 
Nevada  atomic  tests.

Portland  Guild 
Strike  Averted 

Portland,  Ore. 

Possibilities  of  a  strike 
against  the  Oregon  Journal  and 
the  Oregonian  vanished  this 
week  with  the  guild  vote  to  ac¬ 
cept  a  contract  offer. 

By  terms  of  the  contract, 
which  awaits  approval  of  the 
national  guild  office  before 
signing,  five-year  reporters  and 
desk  men  will  get  a  $5  per  week 
increase,  retroactive  to  Aug. 
15,  and  $3.50  dating  back  from 
Aug.  15  to  March  2,  when  the 
old  contract  expired.  This  puts 
Portland  reporters’  pay  at  $111. 

The  “escape  clause”  of  the 
contract  has  several  modifica¬ 
tions.  Any  member  can  still  re¬ 
sign  from  the  guild  during  the 
seven-day  period  after  signing 
of  the  contract,  but  must  first 
be  a  paid-up  member  “in  good 
standing”. 


Atomic  News 
Secrecy  Policy 
Is  Defended 

The  Atomic  Energy  Commis¬ 
sion  is  declassifying  and  releas¬ 
ing  news  and  information  con¬ 
stantly,  Rear  Admiral  Lewis  L. 
Strauss,  chairman  of  the  United 
States  Atomic  Energy  Commis¬ 
sion,  told  the  National  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Science  Writers  at  the 
latter’s  Founder’s  Day  dinner 
in  New  York,  Sept.  16. 

“First  off,  with  your  permis¬ 
sion,  I  should  like  to  break  a 
lance  on  the  hide  of  that  dra¬ 
gon  labelled  ‘atomic  energy 
censorship,’  ”  asserted  Admiral 
Strauss.  “There  is  a  deeply 
grounded  misconception  that  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission 
sits  guard  over  all  its  informa¬ 
tion  and  snaps  viciously  at  any¬ 
one  who  seeks  to  pull  the  most 
inconsequent  piece  out  of  the 
pile.  Nothing  could  bear  less 
resemblance  to  the  actual 
facts.” 

The  Commission  chairman 
said  that  while  weapon  infor¬ 
mation  is  restricted  by  law,  the 
Commission  has  wide  latitude 
as  to  other  data  which  it  may 
declassify  and  release.  He  add¬ 
ed  that  a  number  of  able  people 
are  engaged  in  doing  nothing 
else  than  reviewing  and  de¬ 
classifying. 

“Despite  all  this,  there  are 
yet  a  few  who  say  that  we  are 
handicapping  science  by  with¬ 
holding  publication  of  certain 
data,  and  I  am  individually 
charged  with  ‘censorship  by  in¬ 
direction’  because  we  will  not 
clear  for  publication  a  very  few 
articles  containing  weapons 
data  that  would  be  of  particular 
value  to  the  Communists,”  ob¬ 
served  Admiral  Strauss. 

Alton  Blakeslee,  AP,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Association 
of  Science  Writers,  read  a 
message  from  President  Eisen¬ 
hower,  as  follows: 

“In  our  time  it  is  imperative 
that  laymen  grasp  clearly  the 
accomplishments  of  science  in 
this  century,  which  are  certain 
radically  to  affect  man’s  future 
life  on  earth.  To  communicate 
these  concepts  and  advances  in 
popular  terms  is  the  task  of 
the  science  writer,  and  one  of 
supreme  importance  to  our  na¬ 
tion.  For  in  a  democracy  power 
rests  ultimately  with  the  peo¬ 
ple.  And  it  is  challengingly 
clear  that  those  who  have  power 
must  have  understanding. 

“In  your  efforts  to  further 
this  understanding  I  most  ear¬ 
nestly  wish  you  every  success.” 
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Blatt  Co.  Resumes  Ads  Admiral  using  Complaints 
In  Atlantie  City  Press  On  Radio-T' 


Atlantic  City 

After  a  lapse  of  38  months, 
M.  E.  Blatt  Company,  this  re¬ 
sort’s  largest  department  store, 
resumed  advertising  this  week 
in  the  Atlantic  City  (N.  J.) 
Press  on  Sept.  20  with  a  three- 
page  spread. 

Joint  announcement  was 
made  by  Monroe  L.  Mendel¬ 
sohn,  vicepresident  and  gener¬ 
al  manager  of  the  Press  Pub¬ 
lishing  Co.,  and  Murray  Klahr, 
Blatt’s  advertising  director. 

Rate  Boost  Issue 

The  store  stopped  advertis¬ 
ing  in  the  paper  on  July  1,  1951 
when  the  management,  led  by 
Rolland  M.  Adams,  who  is  also 
publisher  of  the  Bethlehem 
(Pa.)  Globe-Times,  established 
a  non-preferential,  two-cent 
across-the-board  rate  increase. 

The  new  contract  was  signed 
“at  the  established  rate,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  joint  announce¬ 
ment.  Messers  Mendelsohn  and 
Klahr  refused  to  expand  upon 
the  statement. 

The  unique  situation  of  a  big 
store  not  using  a  local  news¬ 


paper  has  been  the  subject  of 
wide  discussion  in  the  mer¬ 
chandising  press  as  well  as  a 
means  of  promotion  by  other 
media. 

While  withholding  advertis¬ 
ing  from  the  Press,  Blatt’s  used 
an  eight-to-twelve  page  circular 
which  was  mailed  to  55,000 
homes  twice  a  month,  and  three 
times  monthly  in  the  pre-Christ¬ 
mas  season  and  on  the  occasion 
of  special  sales. 

The  store  also  made  use  of 
saturation  amount  of  radio  ad¬ 
vertising,  area  weekly  news¬ 
papers,  and  for  an  eight-month 
period  they  advertised  in  the 
Atlantic  City  Shopping  News, 
a  16-page  standard-sized  week¬ 
ly  publication  which  suspended 
publication  early  last  Spring. 
Mr.  Klahr  said  that  only  the 
circulars  will  be  discontinued. 

Blatt’s  was  using  700,000 
lines  of  copy  yearly  in  the  Press 
and  its  companion  publication, 
the  Evening  Union  —  which 
suspended  publication  in  May, 
1953 — when  the  rate  increase 
caused  the  store  to  cease  its 
daily  advertising.

When  she  went 
to  the  store,  the  salesman  talked 
her  out  of  buying  the  bargain 
by  explaining  it  was  junk,  and 
talked  her  into  signing  a  con¬ 
tract  for  another  machine  at 
$144.85  with  $44.C0  down. 

Soon  afterward,  she  discover¬ 
ed  the  machine  would  not  work 
properly  and  was  a  Japanese 
import  of  inferior  quality.  When 
she  tried  to  get  a  refund  on  her 
purchase,  two  hoodlums  came 
to  her  house.  While  one  beat 
and  kicked  her,  the  other  took 
the  machine. 

“Some  radio  stations  crowd 
as  many  as  10  commercials  into 
a  half-hour  program,”  the  Com¬ 
missioner  said.  “The  disk-jockey 
show  is  a  notable  offender.  A 
prevalent  practice  at  some  sta¬ 
tions  is  to  turn  up  the  volume 
during  the  commercial  lest  the 
deafest  member  of  the  audience 
fails  to  note  that  Smiling  Joe’s 
appliance  store  is  practically 
giving  away  television  sets. 

“In  addition  to  the  matter  of 
so-called  bait  advertising  and 
excessive  advertising,  there  is 
the  further  matter  of  good 
taste.  Despite  my  strong  con¬ 
victions  with  respect  to  self¬ 
regulation,  I  cannot  in  good 
conscience,  ignore  repeated  vio¬ 
lations  of  acceptable  standards. 
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Newspaper  Ads  Spur

Someone  once  observed  that 
the  success  of  most  things  de¬ 
pends  upon  knowing  how  long  it 
will  take  to  succeed.  The  ob¬ 
servation  is  especially  applicable 
to  an  advertising  campaign. 

In  the  case  of  the  current 
advertising  effort  by  Rums  of 
Puerto  Rico,  a  division  of  Puerto 
Rico’s  Economic  Development 
Administration,  it  didn’t  take 
long  to  uncover  a  clue  as  to  the 
success  of  its  newspaper  drive 
(via  Ogilvy,  Benson  &  Mather). 

Sales  Up  6.7% 

First  official  retail  reports  to 
Rums  of  Puerto  Rico’s  New 
York  office  since  its  advertis¬ 
ing  campaign  started  May  1  in 
23  newspapers  supplemented  by 
transportation,  outdoor,  and 
point  -  of  -  purchase  advertising 
(E&P,  May  1,  page  17),  showed 
May-June  sales  up  6.7%  above 
last  year  in  liquor  monopoly 
states  where  Puerto  Rican  Rum 
Promotion  has  advertised. 

This,  according  to  Benjamin 
W.  Corrado,  New  York  market¬ 
ing  consultants,  compared  with 
only  a  3.4%  sales  increase  from 
January  through  April,  before 
the  campaign.  Meanwhile,  other 
rums  and  total  liquor  sales  went 
down. 

First-half  sales  for  1954  and 
1953  by  all  17  state  liquor  mo¬ 
nopolies  put  Puerto  Rican  rums 
up  3.5%  this  year  and  all  other 
rums  dovsrn  3.8%.  Total  rum 
was  up  0.7%  in  the  face  of  a 
3.2%  dip  in  total  liquor  sales. 

About  half  the  monopoly  rum 
sales  were  in  monopoly  states 
carrying  Rums  of  Puerto  Rico 
government  advertising.  In  the 
June  figures,  latest  available, 
Puerto  Rico  captured  82%  of 
the  rum  market  in  these  states, 
with  a  7.2%  gain  over  June, 
1953,  while  other  rums  were 
down  6.4%  and  total  liquor 
sales  were  off  2.6%. 

The  Advertising  Strategy 

Strategy  behind  the  over-all 
advertising,  as  explained  by 
Neil  E.  MacMillan,  advertising 
director  for  Puerto  Rican  Rum 
Promotion,  should  prove  of  in¬ 
terest  to  newspaper  advertising 
executives. 

Last  December,  Rums  of 
Puerto  Rico  discontinued  a  first 
phase  of  “prestige”  displays  in 
national  magazines  and  from 


the  end  of  December  until  April 
23  all  advertising  lay  dormant. 

According  to  Mr.  MacMillan, 
this  dormant  period  occurs  an¬ 
nually  after  December  31,  al¬ 
though  it  normally  is  of  rela¬ 
tively  short  duration. 

Reason  for  the  prolonged 
January-April  23,  1954,  cessa¬ 
tion  was  that  ad  budgets  had 
to  be  wholly  realigned  and  ad¬ 
vertising  plans  reassayed. 

By  May  strategy  had  been 
switched  from  national  maga¬ 
zines  to  an  intensive  $200,000 
drive  in  19  key  liquor  and 
rum-consuming  areas  running 
through  June  30.  This  used  23 
dailies  supplemented  by  trans¬ 
portation,  outdoor,  trade  paper, 
and  point-of-purchase  advertis¬ 
ing. 

Lion’s  Share  in  Papers 
Lion’s  share  of  this  appro¬ 
priation  —  around  $175,000  — 
went  to  the  newspapers.  Trans¬ 


portation  advertising  got  some 
$16,500  of  the  total.  Budget  for 
point-of-purchase  was  a  sep¬ 
arate  expenditure. 

When  the  switch  to  newspa¬ 
pers  was  made  in  May,  the 
Puerto  Rican  Rum  Promotion 
office  said  it  was  because  it  con¬ 
sidered  itself  in  a  position  to 
go  after  drinkers  of  all  spirits 
by  covering  target  areas  “in 
depth,”  and  to  state  clearly  and 
emphatically  the  full  case  for 
Puerto  Rico’s  present-day  “dry, 
light-bodied”  rums  before  a  pub¬ 


lic  in  a  newspaper  mood. 

Top  markets  were  found  to 
be  in  13  states  and,  within 
these  states,  in  cities  of  over 
half  a  million  population,  best 
reached  through  their  local 
newspapers. 

The  23  scheduled  dailies  in  19 
markets  represented  a  combined 
circulation  of  some  10,000,000. 

Breakdown  of  the  schedule 
shows  that  Puerto  Rican  Rum 
Promotion  used  nine  newspapers 
in  six  “A”  markets;  six  papers 
(Continued  on  page  22)

Mr.  Ayers  told  his  audience 
that  national  income  and  money 
in  circulation  are  running  at  or 
near  an  all-time  high,  as  is  pro¬ 
duction  of  goods  and  services. 

As  a  result,  he  said,  the  scram¬ 
ble  for  a  share  of  the  buyers’ 
dollar  was  never  more  intense 
and  invariably  will  result  in 
giving  customers  more ,  value 
for  their  money. 

He  discussed  the  gigantic  bat¬ 
tle  for  sales  in  the  automobile 
industry;  mergers  of  companies 
in  many  fields  to  gain  competi¬ 
tive  economies;  product  and 
scientific  research  on  a  scale 
undreamed  of  ten  years  ago ; 
an  entirely  new  concept  of 
manufacturing  known  as  auto¬ 
mation  and  the  tremendous  bat¬ 
tle  at  the  retail  level  intensi¬ 
fied  by  the  growth  of  so-called 
discount  houses,  who  are  re¬ 
ported  to  be  doing  a  yearly 
business  of  five  billion  dollars. 

“This  retail  battle  has  caused 
department  stores  like  the  J.  L. 

Hudson  Company  to  adopt  new 
lower  prices  and  more  liberal 
credit  policies.  Sears,  Roebuck 
stores,  long  known  for  their 
ability  to  sell  for  less  are  run¬ 
ning  a  new  type  of  advertising 
as  a  result  of  discount  selling, 
and  on  Friday,  Sept.  10,  the 
great  Marshall  Field  store  in 
Chicago  conducted  its  first 
warehouse  sale.

Training  Need

The  need  for  specialized  news¬ 
paper  training  for  advertising 
salesmen  has  been  shown  in 
a  series  of  seminars  held 
throughout  Oregon,  reports  Carl 
C.  Webb,  manager,  Oregon 
Newspaper  Publishers  Associa¬ 
tion. 

As  a  result,  ONPA  is  now 
considering  a  five-day  seminar 
for  ad  men  at  the  University 
of  Oregon  here  next  Spring. 
Certainly  .some  kind  of  sales 


training  program  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  years  to  come  be¬ 
cause  of  the  proven  need,  he 
reports. 

Last  summer’s  series  of  four 
one-day  regional  meetings  held 
around  the  State  for  advertis¬ 
ing  managers  and  staff  mem¬ 
bers  was  based  on  20  years  of 
ONPA  experience  in  semi-an¬ 
nual  departmentals  here. 

Results  were  so  favorable  that 
Mr.  Webb  was  asked  to  make 
a  special  effort  at  the  recent 
annual  meeting  of  the  Allied 
Daily  Newspapers  of  Washing¬ 
ton.  He  also  plans  to  include 
the  results  of  these  sessions  in 
a  talk  to  be  given  before  the 
publishers  of  British  Columbia 
on  Oct.  7.

N,  Y,  Post  Lists 
Radio-  TV  Log  Ads 

Advertising  in  television 
and  radio  log  listings  makes 
its  debut  soon  in  a  new  and 
expanded  radio-TV  section  of 
the  New  York  Post. 

The  log  listings  ads  are  paid 
advertisements  appealing 
within  the  columns  of  the 
regular  radio-TV  program 
listings. 

Harry  Rosen,  advertising 
director  of  the  Post,  said  log 
listing  ads  are  limited  to  40 
lines  by  one  column.  Mini¬ 
mum  space  for  a  log  listing 
ad  is  five  lines.  Column  width 
is  six  and  a  half  picas.  There 
are  eight  columns  to  the 
Post’s  page. 

Cost  is  $1.75  per  line,  with 
13,  26,  and  52  time  frequen¬ 
cy  discounts  in  effect.  Adver¬ 
tisers  on  a  52-time  contract, 
pay  $1.25  per  line. 


newspaper  can  possess,  even  if 
it  cannot  be  carried  on  the 
books  as  an  inventory  item,” 
Mr.  Webb  reports.  “But  we  feel 
that  willingness  to  do  a  good 
job  on  the  part  of  salesman  is 
not  enough.  Somehow  we  must 
help  him  get  the  right  ‘know¬ 
how’  of  selling  newspaper  ad¬ 
vertising.” 

This  need  is  emphasized  be¬ 
cause  in  recent  years  newspa¬ 
pers  have  had  to  hire  adver¬ 
tising  men  and  women  without 
professional  training,  and  often 
even  without  previous  newspa¬ 
per  experience,  Mr.  Webb  re¬ 
ports.  The  University  of  Ore¬ 
gon  has  provided  a  good  adver¬ 
tising  sequence,  but  the  number 
of  graduates  has  been  far 
short. 

From  his  offices  in  the  Jour¬ 
nalism  Building  on  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Oregon  campus  here, 
Mr.  Webb  reports  that  only 
about  one  job  opening  in  10 
could  be  filled  with  a  trained 
person  from  this  source. 

“The  other  nine  have  been 
hired  from  hither,  thither  and 
yon.  Some  have  had  previous 
selling  experience  in  retail,  real 
estate,  insurance  and  other 
fields  but  many  have  had  very 
little  business  experience,”  he 
reports.  “Many  have  just  re¬ 
turned  from  the  armed  services 
and  their  previous  experience 
has  been  of  little  help.” 

“Some  of  our  newspaper  ad 
staffs  are  short-handed.  Our 
papers  have  not  been  able  to 
keep  up  with  the  growth  in 
the  number  of  businesses,  so 
I  many  potential  advertisers  have 
not  been  solicited.  Ad  managers 
and  old-time  staffers  have  been 
I  too  busy  to  give  the  proper 


training  to  new  employes,  in 
many  cases.” 

Another  result  of  short  staffs 
men  is  the  diversion  of  promis¬ 
ing  salesmen  into  servicing  ac¬ 
tivities,  Mr.  Webb  reports.  His 
study  of  this  situation  has  con¬ 
vinced  him  that  “newspapers 
must  do  something  about  se¬ 
parating  the  servicing  and  the 
selling  functions  in  their  ad¬ 
vertising  departments.” 

“I  feel  that  publishers  need 
to  figure  out  some  way  to  keep 
salesmen  selling  or  to  under¬ 
take  a  training  program  which 
will  develop  more  good  sales¬ 
men,”  Mr.  Webb  said. 

In  proof,  he  reports  a  check 
on  the  career  of  a  1953  grad¬ 
uate  regarded  as  one  of  the  best 
advertising  men  to  go  through 
the  university.  He  got  away  to 
a  fine  start  and  proved  he  was 
a  good  salesman.  Yet  today  he 
is  “doing  a  fine  job  of  servicing 
and  keeping  his  tw’o  regular 
accounts  sold  on  newspaper  ad¬ 
vertising  against  stiff  competi¬ 
tion  from  other  media. 

“He  does  not  have  time  for 
selling  new  accounts.  No  one 
will  deny  that  the  work  he  is 
doing  is  essential,  but  we  must 
admit  that  here  is  a  salesman 
who  is  spending  much  of  his 
time  doing  routine  work  to  pro¬ 
duce  effective  advertising  for 
his  customers.” 

Using  a  “What’s  in  it  for 
you”  approach,  the  summer  re¬ 
gional  meetings  were  designed 
after  consultations  with  pub¬ 
lishers  and  advertising  man¬ 
agers  throughout  the  state. 
Each  was  opened  by  Lucien 
Arant,  Baker  Democrat-Herald, 
and  ONPA  president  with  a 
report  on  the  necessity  of  bet¬ 
ter  newspaper  selling. 

Bureau  of  Advertising  slides 
were  supplemented  with  New 
York  Life  Insurance  Company’s 
salesmen  training  film,  “Strictly 
Business.”  Group  participation 
was  developed  by  getting  each 
seminar  attendant  to  list  one 
objection  to  newspaper  adver¬ 
tising.  Each  question  was 
then  answered  by  a  member  of 
the  group. 

“There  are  two  things  I  feel 
every  newspaper  salesman  needs 
more  of — good,  logical  and  sim¬ 
ple  answers  to  objections  and 
more  success  stories,”  declares 
Mr.  Webb.  “You  can  create  con¬ 
fidence  by  showing  the  success 
others  have  had  with  newspa¬ 
per  advertising.”

in  five  “B”  markets;  and  eight 
papers  in  eight  “C”  markets. 

Insertion  Schedule 

“A”  market  newspapers  car¬ 
ried  an  800-line  ad  once  each 
Friday  followed  the  next  week 
by  three  450-liners  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday.  “B” 
market  newspapers  drew  an  800- 
liner  every  Friday  followed  by 
450-line  insertions  on  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Friday  the  succeeding 
week.  The  eight  dailies  in  the 
eight  “C”  markets  were  allotted 
450-Iiners  on  Friday  only. 

Mr.  MacMillan  emphasized 
that  this  schedule  is  the  “basic- 
skeleton;”  that  it  can  be  juggled 
around  to  take  advantage  of 
special  weekends  and  for  the 
major  holidays  such  as  Thanks¬ 
giving  and  Christmas. 

Judging  from  some  reports,  it 
would  seem  that  the  schedule 
is  well-balanced.  In  Metro¬ 
politan  New  York,  for  example, 
Mr.  MacMillan  estimates  that 
the  newspaper  advertising  alone 
is  reaching  close  to  90%  of  the 
residential  families.  In  Philadel¬ 
phia,  where  newspaper  space 
was  used,  Puerto  Rican  rum 


consumption  has  soared  over 
other  Pennsylvania  areas. 

When  you  .stop  to  consider 
that  Puerto  Rican  Rum  Pro¬ 
motion  plugs  eight  individual 
brands  (Don-Q,  Ronrico,  Ma- 
raca,  Carioca,  Merito,  Riondo, 
Boca  Chica,  and  Christopher 
Columbus)  you  can  better  ap¬ 
preciate  the  fact  that  extreme 
care  must  be  taken  in  schedul¬ 
ing  ads  to  make  certain  that 
each  brand  gets  its  fair  share 
of  the  space  used. 

Copy  in  all  ads  is  developed 
around  a  “new  taste  in  liquor” 
theme  brought  out  in  such  head¬ 
lines  as  “Are  You  Ready  For 
A  New  Taste  in  Liquor?”  or 
“Tired  of  the  Same  Old  Drink?” 
Text  points  out  that  rum  can 
be  served  the  same  as  rye,  bour¬ 
bon  or  scotch. 

Each  of  the  eight  rum  brands 
gets  three  different  ad  sizes — 
350,  450  and  800  lines.  Each  ad 
talks  about  the  merits  of  Puerto 
Rican  rum;  shows  an  illustra¬ 
tion  of  the  particular  brand’s 
bottle  and  label,  and  closes  with 
the  suggestion,  “An  excellent 
Puerto  Rican  rum  is  (brand 
name),”  the  individual  brand 
name  used  depending  upon  the 
brand  being  plugged  in  that 
particular  ad. 

Last  June,  Rum.s  of  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Miami  (Fla.) 
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Daily  News  launched  a  joint  test 
of  what  the  News  termed  “the 
largest  liquor  promotion  ever 
tried  in  the  Miami  area.” 

Four  800-line  insertions  (as 
many  as  four  in  one  issue)  were 
scheduled  in  such  a  way  as  to 
total  almost  10,000  lines  in  one 
week.  “Far  more  than  the  usual 
combined  advertising  for  all 
liquor  in  the  entire  Miami 
press,”  according  to  a  News 
spokesman,  who  added  that  im¬ 
mediate  response  was  felt. 

One  large  retail  liquor  chain 
indicated  it  would  start  plans 
at  once  for  a  chainwide  pro¬ 
motion.  Spokesmen  for  a  pack¬ 
age  store  group  inquired  about 
a  possible  mass-consumer  mail¬ 
ing  of  Rums  of  Puerto  Rico 
coasters,  after  the  News  an¬ 
nounced  a  unique  merchandising 
drive,  which  included  several 
mailings  of  broadsides  and  visits 
to  major  retail  outlets  to  back¬ 
up  the  advertising. 

Liquor  Reps  Wined,  Dined 
The  News’  program  for  mer¬ 
chandising  the  Puerto  Rico  rum 
advertising  began  with  a  lunch¬ 
eon  for  repre.sentatives  of  the 
liquor  industry.  After  explain¬ 
ing  the  campaign  objectives,  the 
News  unveiled  giant  blow-ups  of 
four  of  the  eight  ads  and  at  a 
given  signal  a  curvaceous  model 
— strictly  the  idea  of  the  News 
— burst  through  each  blow-up. 

Later  members  of  the  News’ 
merchandising  department  vis¬ 
ited  various  local  retail  liquor 
accounts  in  the  greater  Miami 
area  and  explained  the  over-all 
rum  campaign. 

In  addition,  every  i-etail  pack¬ 
age  store  dealer  in  the  area  re¬ 
ceived  a  jumbo  telegram  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  the  following 
week’s  program  of  rum  advertis¬ 
ing.  A  week  later,  a  .second  mail¬ 
ing  included  a  reprint  of  a  News 
story  on  the  luncheon.  A  third 
and  final  mailing  consi.sted  of  a 
broadside  featuring  blow-ups  of 
the  Puerto  Rican  rum  insertions. 

Repre.sentatives  of  Rums  of 
Puerto  Rico  at  the  time  said 
the  Miami  campaign  came  as  a 
logical  further  development  in 
the  advertising  objective  of  con¬ 
centrating  the  force  of  its  pro¬ 
motion  in  hand-picked  areas. 

Having  changed  over  from 
national  to  local  advertising, 
largely  in  new’spapers  within 
.selected  metropolitan  areas,  the 
next  step  was  to  concentrate 
further  in  a  given  locality  and 
period  of  time,  with  a  few  se¬ 
lected  brands  of  rum. 

Early  this  month.  Rums  of 
Puerto  Rico  .said  results  of  a 
study  and  test  of  so-called  “out- 
I  of-season”  rum  selling  showed 
that  with  an  equal  amount  of 
merchandising,  about  as  much 
Puerto  Rican  rum  can  be  sold  in 
the  Fall  as  during  the  Summer. 


The  announcement  gave  these 
details: 

20  Extra  Cases  Per  Store 
An  “out-of-season”  rum  mer¬ 
chandising  campaign,  by  50 
stores  of  the  Foremost  Liquor 
Shop  in  Chicago,  resulted  in  an 
average  order  of  20  extra  cases 
per  store. 

On  the  other  hand,  last  year’s 
monopoly  states’  retail  figures 
showed  September  rum  sales  as 
high  as  in  June,  while  the  three 
Fall  months  together  averaged 
more  than  90%  as  high  as 
August. 

According  to  Corrado’s  Hand¬ 
book  of  Liquor  Marketing,  1954, 
published  by  Benjamin  W.  Ck)r- 
rado,  marketing  consultants, 
last  year,  a  total  of  $1,257,000 
was  spent  on  all  rum  brands 
for  advertising  in  newspapers 
and  magazines.  This  was  slight¬ 
ly  higher  than  the  total  spent 
in  1952,  but  it  represented  the 
largest  expenditure  for  such  ad¬ 
vertising  by  rum  since  1946. 

“However,”  the  handbook 
cautions,  “it  should  be  noted 
that  approximately  40%  ($508,- 
000)  of  all  the  advertising  for 
rum  done  in  1953  represented 
expenditures  made  by  the 
Puerto  Rican  Rum  Promotion  on 
behalf  of  Puerto  Rican  rums.” 

The  most  consistently  adver¬ 
tised  brand  of  nim  over  the  past 
eight  years  has  been  Bacardi 
rum,  according  to  Corrado,  al¬ 
though  in  recent  years  Chris¬ 
topher  Columbus  rum  has  been 
supported  by  an  increasing  bud¬ 
get  which  in  1953  exceeded 
slightly  the  outlay  for  Bacardi. 

As  explained  in  Corrado’s 
Handbook,  Carioca  rum  is  the 
only  rum  which  has  been  con¬ 
sistently  adverti.sed  year  after 
year  since  1946.  “The  rum  bu.si- 
ness  was  so  bad  in  1948  that 
many  brands  completely  discon¬ 
tinued  their  advertising  in  that 
year,”  the  handbook  states. 

While  the  record  of  rum  news¬ 
paper  adverti.sing  shown  on  the 
table  (Page  16)  indicates  many 
breaks  in  continuity  of  such 
expenditures  over  the  past  eight 
years,  a  small  group  of  brands 
is  beginning  to  emerge  as  bet¬ 
ter  known,  good  quality  and 
well-advertised  rum. 

Asked  about  future  plans  of 
Puerto  Rican  Rum  Promotion, 
Mr.  MacMillan  explained  that 
the  campaign  launched  last  May 
had  broken  off  on  Sept.  3  to 
give  all  parties  concerned  a 
breather.  He  added  that  the 
campaign  would  be  renewed 
with  increased  vigor  beginning 
October  15,  and  continued 
through  the  end  of  December. 

“I  can  assure  you,”  he  conclu¬ 
ded,  “that  next  year  we  will 
definitely  be  back  in  news¬ 
papers.”

Seymour  F.  Malkin,  public  re¬ 
lations  counsel,  of  Maywood, 
N.  J.,  last  week  told  a  Realtors 
Clinic  at  the  Stacy  Trent  Hotel 
in  Trenton  that  public  relations, 
far  from  being  anything  mysti¬ 
cal,  was  a  simple  application  of 
the  golden  rule  to  trade,  com¬ 
merce  and  industry. 

Applying  it  to  the  individual 
real  estate  broker,  he  said, 
meant  that  he  would  use  his 
specialized  skill  and  knowledge 
not  to  confuse  and  obstruct  but 
to  help  and  clarify.  He  added 
that  the  old  nile  of  “Caveat 
Emptor — Let  the  buyer  beware” 
was  the  very  antithesis  of  good 
public  relations,  and  that  the 
proper  rephrasing  should  be 
“Let  the  buyer  rejoice.” 

Favorable  Position 

Mr.  Malkin  pointed  out  that 
men  engaged  in  realty  are  in 
a  favorable  position  insofar  as 
publicity  possibilities  are  con¬ 
cerned,  since  they  deal  with  the 
primary  human  needs  for  land

and  shelter,  and  with  things 
affecting  in  one  way  or  another 
the  lives  of  broad  masses  of 
human  beings. 

Even  brokers  who  handle  only 
commercial  or  industrial  trans¬ 
actions,  he  commented,  have  a 
treasure  trove  of  excellent  pub¬ 
licity  material  since  factories, 
plants  and  mercantile  estab¬ 
lishments  are  key  factors  in  a 
community’s  welfare  and  any¬ 
thing  concerning  them  repre¬ 
sents  solid,  legitimate  news. 

Hits  High-Flown  Phrases 

He  warned,  however,  against 
the  use  of  high-flown  phrases 
and  self-serving  declarations, 
stressing  that  fact  that  a  news 
story  must  be  an  objective  ex¬ 
position  of  the  facts  and  not  a 
D-ee  advertisement  for  a  broker 
or  a  development.  He  suggested 
to  the  brokers  that  the  best  way 
to  project  their  individual  or¬ 
ganizations  in  the  finest  light 
was  to  present  a  factual  record 
of  their  achievements. 

Nothing,  Mr.  Malkin  declared, 
will  sour  an  editor  faster  than 
to  be  at  the  receiving  end  of 
a  steady  flow  of  uninteresting 
trivia,  and  advised  the  brokers 
to  be  sure  they  had  a  story  that 
was  truly  news-worthy  before 
submitting  it  for  publication.

Bert  C.  Goss  of  New  York, 
executive  vicepresident  of  the 
international  public  relations 
counseling  firm  of  Hill  & 
Knowlton,  Inc.,  prefaced  his 
talk  by  telling  the  insurance 
agents  that  they  have  “un¬ 
deniable  assets”  in  dealing  with 
the  public.  One  of  them  is  “the 
general  public  acceptance  and 
understanding  of  your  product. 
The  American  people  believe  in 
and  buy  insurance,”  he  said. 
“Secondly,  the  insurance  indus¬ 
try  is  fortunate  in  having  in 
the  agency  system  a  priceless 
contact  at  the  so-called  ‘grass 
roots’  of  public  opinion. 

“Despite  these  unusual  and 
outstanding  advantages,”  Mr. 
Goss  said,  “it  is  apparent  that 
your  industry  and  you  agents 
face  numerous  problems  in  pub¬ 
lic  relations.” 

Among  the  problems  in  pub¬ 
lic  relations  Mr.  Goss  listed 
“fairly  widespread”  misunder¬ 
standing  about  insurance  rates 
and  costs;  padded  claims;  un¬ 
justly  high  jury  awards  in  auto 
accident  cases,  and  the  political 
“disposition  to  control  activities 
rigidly  and  even  to  push  gov¬ 
ernment  into  the  business 
through  state  funds  and  com¬ 
pulsion.” 

He  said  the  basic  cause  of 
public  relations  problems  in  the 
insurance  business  was  a  fail¬ 
ure  to  communicate  all  the 
facts. 

Mr.  Goss  outlined  a  number 
of  methods  by  which  insurance 
agents  can  seek  to  eliminate 
public  misunderstanding  in 
their  home  towns.  He  also 
urged  them  to  support  joint  or 
state-wide  association  activities. 


Small  Carolinas 
Dailies  to  Up 
Retail  Ad  Rate 

A  majority  of  daily  newspa¬ 
pers  of  more  than  5,000  circula¬ 
tion  in  North  and  South  Caro¬ 
lina  have  raised  local  retail  ad¬ 
vertising  rates  in  the  past  12 
months,  and  are  considering 
i-aising  them  in  the  next  12 
months  or  intend  to  raise  them 
in  the  next  12  months. 

This  summarizes  answers  to 
a  questionnaire  sent  out  this 
month  by  Talbot  Patrick,  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Evening  Herald, 
Rock  Hill  (S.  C.).  Combination 
newspapers  and  daily-and-Sun- 
day  papers  were  considered  as 
units,  with  a  total  of  39  units 
queried  and  37  replies  received. 

In  the  past  12  months,  11 
Carolina  newspaper  units  had 
raised  retail  rates;  five  others 
had  raised  rates  since  Septem¬ 
ber,  1952  and  a  sixth  which 
reported  no  increase  in  rates 
last  spring  “changed  the  rate 
structure,” 

Eight  newspaper  units  re¬ 
ported  intention  to  raise  rates 
within  the  next  12  months, 
among  w'hich  several  already 
have  issued  new  rate  cards.  An 
additional  13  newspaper  units 
reported  they  are  considering 
possibility  of  raising  retail  ad¬ 
vertising  rates  within  the  next 
12  months.

'^Roaring  Retail  Boom' 
Up  to  Consumer  Faith 


Retail  sales  in  1954  should 
exceed  1953  totals  “by  a  hair”, 
Standard  Factors  Corporation’s 
monthly  report  indicates,  but 
consumer  confidence  in  jobs 
and  income  is  still  shaky,  and 
hence  there  is  a  tendency  to 
save  rather  than  spend.  If  con¬ 
sumer  confidence  picks  up,  the 
report  says,  we  will  have  a 
“roaring  retail  boom”. 

The  latest  report,  covering  a 
survey  of  127  retail  establish¬ 
ments  throughout  the  country, 
was  released  this  week  by  Theo¬ 
dore  H.  Silbert,  president.  The 
report  is  entitled,  “Retail  Sales 
Volume  in  1954”. 

Some  Holding  Back 

According  to  the  report,  con¬ 
sumers  are  buying  almost  as 
much  in  the  stores  as  they  did 
during  the  general  rush  two 
years  ago.  Where  they  have 
been  holding  back  is  chiefly  in 
the  purchasing  of  new  autos, 
some  types  of  electrical  goods. 


and  furniture.  These,  however, 
were  said  to  be  long-term  com¬ 
mitments  which  the  consumer 
will  not  normally  make  unless 
he  is  sure  of  job  and  income. 

More  Grocery  Sales 

People  are  buying  more  gro¬ 
ceries,  even  in  rural  areas  where 
farm  income  has  declined.  Sales 
of  general  merchandise  is  up, 
according  to  retailers’  reports 
from  farm  states.  With  sales 
high  and  production  down,  in¬ 
ventories  are  being  reduced. 
There  have  been  no  abnormal 
price  cuts,  Mr.  Silbert’s  report 
indicates,  but  instead  competi¬ 
tion  has  taken  the  form  of 
greater  selling  efforts,  improve¬ 
ment  in  products  and  increased 
advertising. 

Department  stores  are  said  to 
be  doing  well  on  volume,  ex¬ 
cept  that  they  are  still  losing 
their  share  of  the  market.  The 
Standard  Factors  report  esti-

will  not  have  any  more  than 
5.8%  of  total  retail  sales  in 
1954 — as  compared  with  6.0%  in 
1953,  6.3%  in  1952,  7.4%  in 
1947,  and  8.3%  in  1945.  Com¬ 
petition  from  grocery  chains 
supermarkets,  specialty  shops 
and  even  drug  chains  was  said 
to  be  responsible. 

Insecurity  Hurdle 

“Retailers  report  that  their 
biggest  hurdle  is  the  consumers’ 
feeling  of  insecurity  today,” 
Mr.  Silbert’s  report  says. 
“Many  retailers  find  that  cus¬ 
tomers  in  their  area  have  only 
a  shaky  confidence  in  future 
jobs  and  income.  As  a  result 
there  is  a  tendency  to  save  in¬ 
stead  of  to  spend. 

Actually,  retail  managements 
believe  that  a  period  of  stabil¬ 
ity,  with  no  more  big  layoffs,  or 
income  declines,  would  convince 
the  average  individual  that  the 
worst  is  over,  and  that  his  job 
and  income  are  safe.  Any  up¬ 
turn  in  jobs  and  incomes,  could 
do  this  same  thing  on  a  bigger 
scale.  The  outlook  today  is  that 
retail  volume  in  1954  should  ex¬ 
ceed  1953  by  a  hair.  Any  stiffen¬ 
ing  of  public  confidence  in  job 
security  will  create  a  roaring 
retail  boom.”

CAMs  Want  Classified 
Ad  Div  Within  BoA

When  New  York  Times  Pro¬ 
motion  Manager  Irvin  S.  Taub- 
kin,  speaking  before  the  PNPA 
Classified  Clinic  (E&P  Sept.  18, 
page  32),  sounded  the  call  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Classi¬ 
fied  Advertising  Division  in  the 
Bureau  of  Advertising,  he  echo¬ 
ed  the  sentiments  of  countless 
CAMS.  Since  1944  ANCAM 
has  actively  sought  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  working  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Bureau  which 
would  foster  the  development  of 
Want  Ads  on  a  broader  scale. 

Although  classified  has  grown 
prodigiously  in  the  past  decade 
to  where  it  now  constitutes  one 
of  the  basic  bulwarks  of  the 
newspaper’s  advertising  struc¬ 
ture  with  over  23%  of  the 
newspaper’s  linage  volume,  the 
Bureau  has  as  yet  only  opened 
its  doors  to  classified  just 
enough  to  permit  the  merest 
chink  of  its  light  to  shine. 


What  can  the  Bureau  of  Ad¬ 
vertising  do  for  classified  adver¬ 
tising?  With  Want  Ads  cur¬ 
rently  showing  a  loss  of  approx¬ 
imately  10%  across  the  country, 
largly  due  to  the  drop  in  Help 
Wanted,  there  is  an  urgent  need 
for  constructive  research  into 
ways  and  means  by  which  news¬ 
paper  classified  can  better  serve 
the  American  economy.  Once 
these  ideas  are  developed  there 
is  the  need  for  intelligent  pre¬ 
sentation  of  them  to  the  top 
level  of  sales  management. 

The  type  of  thinking  that  the 
Bureau’s  Retail  Division  has 
been  doing  under  the  direction 
of  Ed  Burgeson,  as  Mr.  Taub- 
kin  indicated  in  his  speech,  has 
been  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
retail  departments  of  member 
newspapers  who  have  been  put¬ 
ting  into  operation  the  “plan¬ 
ned  advertising’’  methods  advo¬ 
cated  by  the  Bureau.

Such  thinking,  involving  re¬ 
search  and  planning,  clinics  and 
bulletins  to  member  newspa¬ 
pers,  would  constitute  an  area 
of  classified  development  that 
no  agency  associated  with  our 
business  is  performing  at  pre¬ 
sent.  It  is  ^fficult  to  conceive 
of  any  business  as  large  as  clas¬ 
sified,  with  billings  last  year  of 
over  $600  million,  that  has  not 
set  up  a  central  planning  and 
research  body. 

Classified  came  closest  to  find¬ 
ing  a  home  with  the  Bureau 
of  Advertising  in  1951  when 
the  Bureau’s  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Irwin  S.  Maier,  publisher  of  the 
Milwaukee  (Wis.)  Journal,  vo¬ 
ted  for  a  5  point  classified  pro¬ 
gram  as  follows: 

1.  That  a  Bureau  executive 
or  sales  staff  member  will  be 
designated  as  the  classified  spe¬ 
cialist  of  the  Bureau  and  direc¬ 
ted  to  begin  close  study  of  clas¬ 
sified  in  order  to  become  thor¬ 
oughly  familiar  with  both  its 
problems  and  its  value  as  to 
proof  of  newspaper  advertising 
productivity. 

2.  That  ANCAM  should  form 
a  committee  to  work  with  the 
Bureau’s  classified  specialist. 

3.  That  the  Bureau  classified 
specialist  and  the  new  ANCAM 
committee  should  review  all  of 
the  Bureau’s  present  research 

'  and  promotion  material  to  de- 
i  termine  what  part  of  it  may 
j  be  useful  to  classified  managers 
in  its  present  form,  or  can  be 
made  useful  by  minor  and  inex¬ 
pensive  reprocessing.  The  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Bureau  special¬ 
ist  should  review  new  material, 
as  it  is  developed  by  the  Bureau, 
for  the  same  purpose.  The  com- 
mitte  should  also  prepare  a  list 
of  accounts  on  which  they  be¬ 
lieve  the  Bureau  could  be  help¬ 
ful  in  selling  classified  at  the 
national  level. 

4.  That  any  major  expense 
for  reprocessing  of  Bureau  ma¬ 
terial  and  any  special  sales  ef¬ 
fort  which  is  requested  be  sub¬ 
mitted  for  approval  to  the  Bu¬ 
reau’s  Plans  Committee  and,  if 
considered  desirable,  to  the  Bu¬ 
reau’s  Executive  Committee. 

5.  That  the  ANCAM  commit¬ 
tee  be  asked  to  prepare  a  pre¬ 
sentation  on  classified  to  be 
given  to  Bureau  staff  members 
in  order  to  familiarize  the  whole 
Bureau  organization  with  clas¬ 
sified  material  and  sales  argu¬ 
ments  which  can  be  used  in  sel¬ 
ling  national  and  retail  adver¬ 
tisers. 

No  Link 

What  has  happened  to  this 
program?  In  evaluating  the 
extent  of  the  Bureau’s  current 
participation  in  classified,  one 
is  forced  to  admit,  there  are 


virtually  no  traces  of  the  direc¬ 
tive  still  in  effect.  Except  for 
receiving  regularly  the  Bureau’s 
Retail  Memo  from  which  they 
cull  valuable  helps,  CAMs  have 
no  link  with  the  Bureau. 

It  should  be  made  very  clear 
that  the  Bureau  management 
and  staff  did  everything  it  could 
to  implement  the  5  point  pro¬ 
gram  set  up  by  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors.  Unfortunately,  money 
was  lacking  for  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  any  but  the  most  per¬ 
functory  services.  The  Bureau 
management  was  faced  with  the 
necessity  for  carrying  on  its 
regular  projects  with  funds  that 
had  been  carefully  earmarked. 
The  classified  program,  without 
a  budget,  became  a  mere  aca¬ 
demic  entity. 

Now  the  need  for  a  classified 
division  with  a  budget  is  more 
urgent  than  ever.  Merchandis¬ 
ing  techniques  that  have  been 
developed  in  the  last  few  years 
point  up  the  uses  that  can  be 
made  of  classified  by  national 
advertisers  in  the  sale  of  used 
or  obsolete  models.  Leading  in 
this  category  are  the  automo¬ 
bile  manufacturers  who  are 
lending  their  dealers  a  helping 
hand  on  the  used  car  pages  to 
push  their  trade-ins.  Aware 
that  the  glut  of  used  cars  on 
dealer’s  lots  slows  the  sale  of 
new  cars,  many  factories  have 
helped  break  this  bottleneck 
with  classified  advertising.  Ap¬ 
pliance  dealers  are  ripe  to  be 
sold  a  similar  package.  Their 
dealers  often  forego  sales  when 
trade-ins  are  offered  because 
they  don’t  know  how  to  go  a- 
bout  selling  the  used  merchan¬ 
dise.  Factory  subsidies  of  clas¬ 
sified,  in  this  area,  can  be  as 
profitable  as  it  has  been  to  the 
auto  manufacturers  but  a  sales 
job — at  the  top  level,  needs  to 
be  done.  That  sort  of  thing  is 
right  down  the  Bureau’s  alley. 

Interviews  Duffy 

There  are  many  areas  in 
which  a  classified  schedule  could 
supplement  a  national  adverti¬ 
ser’s  display  schedule.  In  an 
interview  with  Bernard  J.  Duffy, 
president  of  B.B.D.&O.,  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago,  this  writer  asked 
him  about  supplementing  dis¬ 
play  tire  advertising  for  a 
B.B.D.&0.  account  with  a  sched¬ 
ule  on  the  used  car  page. 

We  had  hardly  gotten  the 
idea  out  when  he  grasped  the 
point  and  said,  “surely,  with  the 
automotive  classification  and 
with  a  list  of  local  dealers  eve¬ 
ry  day  in  the  year.’’  He  said 
the  same  advantages  would  hold 
true  for  an  automobile  insur¬ 
ance  account.  At  the  conclusion 
he  said  classified  could  consti¬ 
tute  “virtually  a  new  medium” 
for  national  advertisers.

LAST  week  the  chairman  of  the  Atomic 

Energy  Commission,  Lewis  L.  Strauss, 
held  his  first  press  conference  since  he 
assumed  that  job  14  months  ago.  He 
promised  further  meetings  “whenever  I 
have  something  to  tell  you  or  you  have 
something  to  ask.”  This  is  welcome, 
though  belated  news. 

Mr.  Strauss  finally  has  become  aware 
that  the  public  is  not  getting  enough  in¬ 
formation  about  AEC  activities  and  is 
developing  misconceptions  about  it.  He 
set  this  forth  clearly  in  one  of  his  few  on- 
the-record  speeches  to  the  National  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Science  Writers  Sept.  16.  He 
told  the  writers  “you  are  in  a  very  real 
sense  our  critical  contact  with  the  public” 
and  asked  their  help. 

His  remarks  give  an  insight  into  the 
reasons  for  the  rejuvenated  AEC  news 
conferences. 

The  AEC  chief  started  out  “to  break 
a  lance  on  the  hide  of  that  dragon  labelled 
‘atomic  energy  censorship’.”  He  displayed 
a  stack  of  scientific  papers  three  feet 
high  which  were  released  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  in  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year.  “Despite  all  this,  there  are  yet  a 
few  who  say  that  we  are  handicapping 
science  by  withholding  publication  of  cer¬ 
tain  data,  and  I  am  individually  charged 
with  ‘censorship  by  indirection’  because  we 
will  not  clear  for  publication  a  very  few 
articles  containing  weapons  data  that 
would  be  of  particular  value  to  the  Com¬ 
munists.” 

But  Mr.  Strauss  soon  admitted  this  type 
of  scientific  information  does  not  get  into 
the  public’s  hands  and  would  not  be  in¬ 
telligible  to  the  lay  reader,  if  it  did. 
Interpretation  of  the  atomic  energy  pro¬ 
gram  to  the  public  is  important  for  the 
following  reason,  Mr.  Strauss  says: 

“That  program  is  a  very  costly  one.  In 
the  last  seven  years  we  have  spent  $7,- 
987,600,000,  and  when  our  plants  are  all 
completed,  our  operating  expenditures  look 
as  though  they  will  stabilize  at  about  %2 
billion  annually.  To  get  that  money  we 
look  to  the  Congress,  and  the  Congress 
properly  listens  to  the  electorate.  If  the 
country  is  well  informed  and  if  it  knows 
of  our  program  and  approves  of  it,  we 
will  be  allotted  what  it  takes  to  operate 
it.  If  the  country  is  uninformed  or  mis¬ 
informed,  we  would  feel  it  quickly.  Ob¬ 
viously,  therefore,  we  and  the  security  of 
the  nation  need  you  (science  writers) 
pretty  badly.” 

He  also  acknowledged  that  “about  the 
best  way  that  the  unspecialized  public 
gets  any  insight  into  our  work  is  through 
what  you  publish  and  the  use  made  of  it 
by  the  media  of  radio  and  television.” 

So  it  boils  down  to  what  every  govern¬ 
ment  agency  finally  comes  to  realize:  it 
cannot  operate  in  a  vacuum  and  cannot 
exist  without  public  understanding. 

Mr.  Strauss  is  disturbed  that  most  peo-

pie  do  not  know  of  the  non-military  phases 
of  AEC  activity  and  think  of  it  only  in 
terms  of  weapons.  He  desires  to  remedy 
this  lack  of  information  and  he  will  be 
successful  if  he  continues  his  new  press 
policy  within,  of  course,  the  limits  of 
national  security. 

COMIC  BOOKS 

THE  protests  by  parents  and  public  offi¬ 
cials  against  horror  and  crime  comic 
books  has  forced  publishers  of  those 
magazines  to  police  their  own  ranks.  A 
program  of  self-regulation  by  the  newly- 
formed  Comics  Magazine  Association  of 
America  provides  for  an  industry  “czar,” 
a  former  New  York  City  magistrate,  who 
will  administer  a  strong  code  of  ethics. 

This  should  have  been  done  months  ago 
before  threatened  and  actual  police  action 
in  several  cities  forced  it  upon  the  pub¬ 
lishers.  Nevertheless,  the  move  is  timely 
if  it  will  avoid  the  horrors  of  police  cen¬ 
sorship. 

Someone  must  enforce  the  statutes 
against  obscenity,  to  be  sure,  but  the  idea 
of  police  censorship  is  abhorrent  when 
applied  to  magazines,  even  to  comic  books. 
No  censor  is  a  good  censor,  and  police 
are  not  noted  as  being  among  the  best  cen¬ 
sors.  The  trouble  is  that  a  little  censor¬ 
ship  leads  to  more  censorship.  We’d 
rather  see  the  publishers  make  an  honest 
effort  to  keep  their  own  skirts  clean. 

WATCH  IT! 

NEWSPAPERMEN  are  suckers  for  a 

human  interest  story,  but  sometimes 
they  go  overboard.  The  country  was 
startled  a  week  ago  by  a  widely-played 
news  story  about  a  woman  who  was  re¬ 
ceiving  thousands  of  nickels  just  because 
a  TV  comedian  suggested  his  listeners 
send  them.  The  stories  speculated  she 
would  receive  $100,000 — and  the  head¬ 
lines  echoed  it.  Sure,  she  got  a  lot  of 
letters  but  the  total  “take”  was  closer  to 
10%  of  the  estimate.  That’s  still  a  lot 
of  money,  but  we  have  the  feeling  a  large 
percentage  of  letters,  which  were  still 
being  received  a  week  later,  were  prompt¬ 
ed  by  the  original  newspaper  publicity. 
Newspapers  unwittingly  gave  a  promo¬ 
tional  plug  to  their  top  competitor.

FORM  FITTING  NEWS 

CHRISTIAN  Dior,  and  other  Parisienne 

couturiers  who  dictate  basic  female 
fashions,  have  made  American  women 
bust  conscious  to  the  undoubted  pleasure 
of  the  average  American  male.  For  years 
fashion  news  has  been  concerned  with 
the  bustline,  the  waistline  and  the  hip¬ 
line,  the  importance  of  each,  and  their 
relationship. 

Someone  once  said  “the  female  form  is 
a  form  divine,”  and  we  can’t  argue  with 
that.  But,  it  seems  to  us,  too  many  edi¬ 
tors  and  reporters  are  preoccupied  with 
emphasizing  one  part  of  that  form  and 
we  are  getting  an  overdose  of  “bosom 
stories.” 

A  young  lady  is  chosen  “Miss  America” 
on  the  basis  of  her  looks,  talent  and  other 
attributes.  Interviews  with  her  are  con¬ 
cerned  mainly  with  her  chest  measure¬ 
ment,  which  apparently  is  modest  com¬ 
pared  to  other  American  beauties.  An 
American  movie  actress,  well  known  for 
her  frontispiece,  visits  Paris  and  we  are 
treated  to  a  story  about  her  squeezing 
into  a  new  Dior  creation  designed  to  de- 
emphasize  such  attributes.  An  Italian 
movie  star,  called  “Europe’s  chestiest  film 
star,”  visits  this  country  and  is  imme¬ 
diately  compared  in  measurements  to  a 
Hollywood  star  who  in  turn  is  labelled 
“the  front  girl”  for  American  movies. 

Cleverly  written  and  cute,  to  be  sure! 
Amusing,  once  in  a  while.  But  when  they 
appear  almost  every  day  for  a  week  (as 
they  did  last  week)  we  wonder  if  editors 
are  being  unbiased  in  their  selection  and 
presentation  of  the  “news.”  And  isn’t 
there  anything  more  important  to  print 
on  all  that  expensive  newsprint? 

AL-MISRI 

MAHMOUD  Aboul  Fath,  publisher  of 

Al-Misri  in  Cairo,  has  appealed  to 
American  newspaper  editors  to  support 
him  in  his  fight  against  the  military 
dictatorship  in  Egypt  which  arbitrarily 
closed  down  the  newspaper,  a  leading  daily 
in  the  Middle  East.  (E  &  P,  Sept.  18, 
page  34.)  It  is  the  old  story  of  the  free 
press’  fight  against  dictatorship  and  we 
hope  he  receives  the  support  he  seeks. 

The  three  Aboul  Fath  brothers,  pub¬ 
lishers  of  the  paper,  were  supporters  of 
the  revolutionary  coup  d’etat  two  years 
ago.  But  when  they  criticized  the  op¬ 
pression  of  the  dictatorship  as  it  failed 
to  restore  constitutional  life  as  promised, 
Premier  Gamal  Abdel  Nasser  closed  down 
the  paper  and  put  the  brothers  on  trial. 

The  pattern  of  dictators  is  always  the 
same.  They  cannot  tolerate  criticism,  an 
independent  voice,  a  free  press.  They 
demand  absolute  subservience.  Egypt  is 
a  long  way  off,  but  American  editors  have 
always  been  concerned  with  destruction 
of  press  freedom  wherever  it  has  oc¬ 
curred.  The  world  should  be  told  of  the 
nature  of  the  new  Egyptian  government.

m  Today  is  the  magic  word  of  the  diurnal  press.  It  sums 
S  up  the  hopes  and  fears  of  newspapering — the  hope  that 
g  the  reader  is  getting  the  news  from  one’s  own  paper  first, 
I  and  the  fear  of  having  been  scooped  by  the  opposition, 
g  There  is  a  powerful  desire  to  impress  on  the  reader 
I  that  what  he  is  reading  about  happened  today,  that  no 
g  expense  nor  effort  has  been  spared  to  bring  him  the  news 
B  expeditiously,  and  that  nothing  could  be  fresher.  This  is 
1  the  reason,  no  doubt,  for  the  prevalence  of  today  in  the 
B  leads  of  stories  when  seemingly  it  could  be  dispensed  with, 
g  Consider  wire  stories.  All  are  datelined,  and  few  news- 
I  papers  drop  the  date.  What  purpose  is  served  by  date- 
m  lining  a  story  if  the  reader  has  to  be  prodded  again  with 
=  the  time  of  occurrence  in  the  form  of  today  within  a  line 
g  or  two?  Even  newspapers  that  drop  dates  carry  the  date 
m  of  publication  in  their  folio  lines.  It  may  be  assumed 
g  that  the  reader  is  surer  of  few  things  than  of  the  date 
B  of  his  paper,  even  without  looking. 


Often  today  is  out  of  place,  dateline  or  no  dateline. 
It  defeats  its  own  purpose  and  detracts  from  the  imme¬ 
diacy  of  a  story  dealing  with  a  prevailing  condition 
rather  than  a  specific  event.  Because  it  is  used  with  verbs 
in  the  past  tense,  it  gives  a  done-and-over-with,  old-hat 
flavor  to  such  leads,  which  could  be  made  to  sound  fresh 
and  bright  by  omitting  today  and  using  the  present  tense. 

Instead  of  Another  month  of  hot,  dry  weather  was  in 
prospect  today  for  the  already  arid  Southwest  how  about 
Another  month  of  hot,  dry  weather  is  in  prospect  .  .  .  ? 
In  the  second  version  the  thing  is  still  alive. 

Or:  A  group  of  California  Democrats  was  lined  up 
today  against  a  tax  measure  being  pushed  by  their  Repub¬ 
lican  colleagues  is  improved  by  making  it  A  group  .  .  . 
is  lined  up  against  .  .  .  when,  as  the  story  made  clear, 
the  alignment  seemed  likely  to  survive  the  day,  at  least.

NEWSPAPER  LAW 


When  A  True,  Fair 
Report  Beeomes  Libel 


By  Albert  Woodruff  Gray 


An  application  by  the  Platts¬ 
burgh  (N.Y.)  Press-Republican 
for  the  dismissal  of  a  libel  suit 
induced  by  a  story  concerning 
a  county  official,  was  denied  by 
the  New  York  State  Supreme 
Court  last  June.  The  story  ap¬ 
peared  Feb.  6,  1954. 

A  defense  of  the  publishers  to 
this  action  was  that  the  article 
was  a  full  and  fair  report  of 
an  official  proceeding,  —  an  ex¬ 
cerpt  from  the  report  of  an  ad¬ 
ministrative  department  of  that 
state. 

Mirror  Case  Cited 
In  its  denial  of  this  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  dismissal  the  court 
cited  as  authority  a  decision  in 
an  action  against  the  New  York 
Daily  Mirror  when  it  printed  a 
story  under  the  head,  “How  To 
Bank  $237,866  In  Six  Years  On 
An  Annual  Salary  Of  $3,500.”

city  administration  since  Boss 
Tweed’s  day,  take  so  few  pre¬ 
cautions  to  account  for  their 
great  wealth  which  cannot  by 
any  possibility  have  been  ac¬ 
quired  honestly. 

“No  more  extraordinary  spec¬ 
tacle  could  be  imagined  than 
that  presented  by  ‘Ma’  Kenna, 
mother  of  Tenderloin  Police 
Lieutenant,  John  W.  Kenna, 
wriggling  on  the  cross-examin¬ 
er’s  griddle  as  she  sought  to  ex¬ 
plain  how  her  son  Johnny  could 
bank  $237,865  in  six  years  on 
his  pay  of  $3,500,  rising  to 
$4,000. 

“The  fast  thinking  old  lady 
with  work-gnarled  knuckles, 
fought  valiantly  to  account  for 
the  huge  sum  deposited  in  her 
name.  Of  course  her  Johnny  al¬ 
ways  gave  her  his  salary  check 
and  she  banked  that.  He  made 
fortunate  investments  but  she 
did  not  know  what  they  were. 
When  all  was  said  and  done  on¬ 
ly  $119,000  of  the  total  had  been 
accounted  for.” 

Fair  and  True 

Here  the  Daily  Mirror  inter¬ 
posed  the  defense  that  these 
articles  were  a  fair  and  true 
report  of  the  hearing  in  this  in¬ 
vestigation.  The  appellate 
court,  affirming  a  judgment 
for  the  Daily  Mirror  on  the  ver¬ 
dict  of  a  jury,  said  of  the  de¬ 
fense: 

“The  question  whether  or  not 
the  writer  of  the  editorial  went 
beyond  the  limits  of  fair  criti¬ 
cism  in  view  of  what  had  taken 
place  at  the  public  hearing  was 
.  one  which  was  properly  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  jury.” 

Both  in  the  decision  of  this 


case  and  in  that  recently  rend¬ 
ered  against  the  Press-Republi¬ 
can,  the  courts  followed  as  au¬ 
thority  a  New  York  Court  of 
Appeals  decision  in  an  action 
once  brought  against  the  old 
New  York  Sun  by  an  Oscar 
Triggs.  An  article  published  by 
the  Sun  on  which  this  action 
was  based,  was  in  part: 

“The  Shakespeare  legend 
should  be  allowed  to  delude  no 
more.  If  these  plays  are  to  be 
put  upon  the  stage  they  must 
be  rewritten  and  Prof.  Triggs 
is  the  destined  rewriter,  amen- 
der  and  reviser.  The  sapless, 
old  fashioned  rhetoric  must  be 
cut  down.  The  fresh  and  natu¬ 
ral  contemporary  tongue,  pure 
Triggsian,  must  be  substituted. 

“For  example,  who  can  read 
with  patience  these  tinsel  lines, 
‘Madam,  an  hour  before  the 
worshipped  sun  peered  forth 
the  gilded  window  of  the  east, 
a  troubled  mind  drave  me  to 
walk  abroad.’  This  must  be 
translated  into  Triggsian  some¬ 
what  like  this,  ‘Say,  lady,  an 
hour  before  sunup  I  was  feeling 
wormy,  and  took  a  walk  around 
the  block.’ 

“Here  is  more  Shakespearian 
rubbish,  ‘0,  she  doth  teach  the 
torches  to  bum  bright!  Her 
body  hangs  upon  the  cheek  of 
night  as  a  rich  jewel  in  an 
Ethiop’s  ear.’  How  much  more 
favorable  in  clear,  concise 
Triggsian,  ‘Say,  she’s  a  peach! 
A  bird!’  The  downfall  of  Triggs 
is  only  a  matter  of  time  and 
Triggs.” 

Dismissal  Refused 

Here  too,  the  publisher  asked 
a  dismissal  of  the  action  on  the 
ground  that  the  story  was  not  a 
libel  but  a  mere  jest.  The  lower 
court  refused  to  dismiss  it.  On 
appeal  the  appelate  court,  re¬ 
versing  this  decision  of  the 
court  below,  said  in  holding  the 
story  to  be  within  the  bounda¬ 
ries  of  fair  comment. 

“The  whole  article  was  writ¬ 
ten  to  ridicule  certain  ideas  for 
which  it  was  understood  this

A  $27,500  libel  suit  has  been 
filed  in  district  court  here 
against  Paul  Tooley,  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  weekly  Hot 
Springs  Herald.  The  suit  was 
brought  by  Coke  Johnson,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  Carrie  Tingley  Hospital. 

The  suit  charges  that  on  Aug.

man  was  responsible.  No  pub¬ 
lished  work  was  criticized,  no 
lectures  that  he  has  delivered 
are  held  up  to  ridicule.  The  arti¬ 
cle  certainly  tends  to  make  the 
ideas  with  which  this  man  is 
charged,  ridiculous  but  there  is 
nothing  charged  against  him 
which  makes  him,  as  a  man,  in¬ 
famous,  odious  or  ridiculous.” 

From  that  decision  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  New  York 
Court  of  Appeals  and  the  de¬ 
cision  again  reversed.  The  court 
there  laid  down  the  law  followed 
in  the  refusal  to  dismiss  this  re¬ 
cent  action  against  the  P-R. 

“It  seems  impossible  for  any 
fair  minded  person  to  read  the 
articles  without  reaching  the 
conclusion  that  they  are  not  on¬ 
ly  intended  but  necessarily  cal¬ 
culated  to  injure  this  man’s 
reputation  and  to  expose  him 
to  contempt,  ridicule  or  shame. 

Mere  Comment 

“It  is  contended  that  the  art¬ 
icles  published  were  a  mere  com¬ 
ment  or  criticism  of  matters  of 
public  interest  and  concern  and 
hence  were  privileged.  While  ev¬ 
eryone  has  a  right  to  comment 
on  matters  of  public  interest  so 
long  as  one  does  so  fairly  with 
an  honest  purpose  and  not  in- 
temperately  and  maliciously,  al¬ 
though  the  publication  is  made 
to  the  general  public  by  means 
of  a  newspaper,  yet  what  is 
privileged  is  criticism,  not  de¬ 
famatory  statements,  and  if  a 
person  takes  upon  himself  to 
allege  matters  otherwise  action¬ 
able,  he  will  not  be  privileged 
however  honest  his  motives,  if 
these  allegations  are  not  true. 

“When  a  publisher  goes  be¬ 
yond  the  limits  of  fair  criticism, 
his  language  passes  into  the  re¬ 
gion  of  libel,  and  the  question 
whether  these  limits  have  been 
transcended  may  become  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  law,  but  ordinarily  pre¬ 
sents  a  question  for  the  jury."

The  half  romantic,  half  humor¬ 
ous  term  applieil  to  war  corres¬ 
pondents  was  “the  Bohemian 
brigade.’’ 

Some  Responsible 

Some  were  responsible,  but 
all  were  hard-riding.  Many  were 
ingenious,  and  one,  according  to 
this  book,  actually  gave  to  Maj. 
Gen.  John  F.  Reynolds  the  re¬ 
connaissance  information  that 
joined  the  battle  of  Gettysburg. 
“Bohemian  Brigade”  describes 
their  pioneering. 

The  first  dispatch  on  the  bat¬ 
tle  of  Shiloh  was  a  clear  heat 
for  the  New  York  Herald.

The  “love  interest”  sugrgests 
this  news  note.  I’ve  read  not 
all  but  many  of  our  last  dec¬ 
ade’s  American  novels.  And 
this  is  the  first  I’ve  read  that 
avoids  running  in  Ostermoor 
peepshows  for  royalties,  like 
bras  for  the  boomless.  There 
are  no  bedrooms  in  this  book. 
The  story  is  vigorous  and  com¬ 
passionate,  full  of  newspaper- 
ing  as  it  is — and  decent.  It’s 
readable — and  good  literature. 

The  reporter-to-be  is  a  faith¬ 
fully  drawn  boy  of  12  when  the 
story  opens.  An  harassed  “min¬ 
ister’s  kid.”  He  and  a  12-year- 
old  girl  are  in  their  first  love. 
Mr.  Babcock,  literary  editor  of 
the  Chicago  Tribune,  does  a 
real  job  on  that,  and  on  the  in¬ 
nate  and  natural  decency  that 
many  youngsters  have — a  code 
compounded  of  repugnance  for 
the  ugly.  The  author  really 
knows  newspapering,  adoles¬ 
cence,  and  the  bird-song  ecstasy 
of  first  love. 

Mature  love  is  profounder, 
more  sharing.  It  is  richer,  more 
understanding.  It  powers  am¬ 
bition  and  holds  civilization  to¬ 
gether.  Yet  first  love,  beautiful 
and  pure,  sings  with  the  call 
of  seagulls  and  dancing  light 
and  floating  garlands.  It  is  full 
of  hope  and  horizons.  Squalls 
of  emotion  lash  it — tear  it 
cruelly  with  jealousies  and  fear. 

But  always  nearby  is  a  moon 
and  a  crescent  seabeach,  and 
mellow  flutes  are  blown.  First 
love  is  yearning.  It  has  no  dol¬ 
lar  mark.  No  lust.  It  is  whis¬ 
pering  flowers  and  dreaming 
and  longing.  It  is  a  lingering  { 
melody  in  the  heart.

In  writing  first  news,  then 
editorials,  about  traffic,  I  used 
to  yearn  for  such  a  book  as  this. 
And  for  the  first  time  in  print, 
may  this  reviewer  boast  a  lit¬ 
tle.  In  36  years  of  driving,  he 
has  come  through  with  neither 
a  traffic  ticket  nor  an  accident. 
A  boast  purely  because  in  these 
days  when  more  Americans  die 
each  year  of  peace  than  died  in 
the  whole  bloody  period  of  our 
Korean  War,  traffic  safety  is 


of  prime  significance — and  a 
just^able  boast. 

Maxwell  Halsey,  formerly  of 
the  Traffic  Bureau  of  Yale 
University,  is  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Michigan  State 
Safety  Commission.  So  he 
knows  what  he’s  talking  about. 
And  he’s  blessedly  specific  and 
illustrative  in  writing  about 
physical  fitness,  mental  fitness, 
sound  attitudes,  all-around 
knowledge,  good  habits,  driving 
skill,  mature  judgment,  and 
the  ability  to  make  correct 
decisions. 

Reckless  driving,  he  writes, 
is  frequently  not  deliberate. 
Nor  even  indifferent,  as  “reck¬ 
less”  would  suggest.  Often  it 
comes  from  anger — the  driver 
takes  it  out  on  his  car,  his 
hands  aren’t  steady,  his  atten¬ 
tion  and  judgment  are  bad.  Let 
off  steam  constructively,  Mr. 


Halsey  suggests — with  cases 
and  pictures  of  both  angry- 
driving  effects  and  of  construc¬ 
tive  substitutes. 

“Let’s  Drive  Right”  abounds 
with  case-studies  of  the  causes 
of  bad  driving,  and  of  reme¬ 
dies  for  them — in  29  chapters. 
The  book  is  completely  lucid 
and  practical.  It  is  both  teach¬ 
able  and  learnable.

Ed  McClanahan,  promotion 
manager  of  the  Omaha  (Neb.) 
World-Herald,  is  miffed  at  the 
way  “the  wire  services  and 
their  member  newspapers  per¬ 
sist  in  promoting  television  as 
a  powerful  medium  for  moving 
people  to  action.” 

He  should  be,  and  he’s  not 
alone. 

Bob  Considine  confessed  last 
May  in  Nashville,  at  the  Na¬ 
tional  Newspaper  Promotion 
Association  convention,  that  he 
was  guilty  of  plugging  televi¬ 
sion  in  his  reporting,  although 
it  was  entirely  unconscious.  A 
politician  makes  a  television 
speech.  The  newspapers  report 
that  “millions  of  people  saw 
and  heard  Soandso  on  televi¬ 
sion  last  night.” 

Suddenly  conscious  of  this 
boo-boo.  Bob  thought  this  might 
better  be  reported  somewhat 
like  this,  “millions  of  people 
today  are  reading  what  Soandso 
said  on  television  last  night.” 

But  what  bothers  Ed  right 
now  is  a  lot  more  direct  than 
this.  He  is  bothered  by  a  story 
the  AP  sent  out,  followed  by  a 
picture,  both  of  which  his  own 
newspaper  printed.  They  con¬ 
cerned  a  terrific  response  in¬ 
spired  by  Garry  Moore,  a  TV 
personality,  who  invited  view¬ 
ers  to  send  nickels  to  a  young 
couple  in  Michigan.  The  couple 
had  won  Moore’s  attention 
while  visiting  his  program,  and 
because  they  said  they  were 
happy  and  needed  no  money,  he 
asked  viewers  to  send  them  a 
nickel.  Thousands  of  them  did. 

The  story  is  completely  un¬ 
important,  of  course — except  as 


a  promotion  for  Moore  and  for 
television.  And  it  becomes  even 
greater  promotion  by  virtue  of 
the  fact  that  the  newspapers 
report  it.  It’s  trite  to  remark 
that  “you  couldn’t  buy  public¬ 
ity  like  this.”  Why  buy  it  when 
there  are  so  many  careless  edi¬ 
tors  who  will  give  it  to  you 
for  free? 

Is  it  news?  If  it  is,  the  news¬ 
papers  make  news  like  this 
every  day  of  the  week.  Why, 
then,  don’t  the  wire  services 
send  it  out  when  a  newspaper 
makes  such  news,  or  a  new.s- 
paper  feature,  or  a  newspaper 
columnist?  The  only  answer 
we  can  imagine  is  that  televi¬ 
sion  has  some  sharp  press 
agents  batting  for  it — but  no¬ 
body,  not  even  the  newspapers 
themselves,  seem  to  be  press 
agenting  for  the  newspapers. 

“I  am  not  an  advertiser,”  Ed 
notes,  “but  I  wonder  how  many 
advertisers  and  their  agents 
around  the  country  read  this 
result  story  and  will  call  it  to 
mind  when  the  time  comes  to 
allocate  the  advertising  dollars 
between  newspaper  and  televi¬ 
sion. 

“I  do  not  see  that  television 
needs  an  industry-wide  sales 
organization  like  our  own  Bur¬ 
eau  of  Advertising  so  long  as 
newspapers  continue  to  do  such 
a  sound  selling  job  for  them.” 

Are  we  being  narrow  about 
this?  We  think  not.  It’s  not 
that  we  object  so  much  to  the 
newspapers  plugging  television 
as  we  prote.st  that  they  are  not 
being  fair  when  they  do,  be¬ 
cause  they  never  plug  news¬ 
papers  the  same  way. 
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Public  Service 

Newspapers  are  quick  to 
break  into  print  with  pages 
about  their  circulation  gains 
and  their  advertising  gains.  Too 
rarely  do  they  show  the  same 
enterprise  when  it  comes  to 
publicizing  their  editorial  and 
news  accomplishments. 

So  we  welcome  a  page  the 
Atlanta  Journal  and  Constitu¬ 
tion  ran  recently  telling  readers 
how  they  covered  the  guberna¬ 
torial  campaign.  “66  Days 
With  9  Candidates”  is  the  in¬ 
triguing  headline.  Copy  devel¬ 
ops  the  fact  that  18  reporters 
and  special  writers,  instructed 
“to  give  the  people  the  facts,” 
traveled  32,597  miles  and  wrote 
448  columns  of  political  news. 

A  table  shows  how  many 
column  inches  of  space  were 
devoted  to  news  of  each  of  the 
nine  candidates. 

“We’ve  tried  to  give  you  the 
facts,”  the  page  tells  readers, 
“in  a  fair  and  impartial  man¬ 
ner.  No  newspapers  could  have 
done  more  in  bringing  the  whole 
gubernatorial  picture  into  foc¬ 
us.  We  think  Georgia  is  better 
informed  by  the  job  we  have 
done.” 

Almo.st  better  than  this  page, 
however,  is  an  editorial  the 
Douglas  Enterprise,  a  weekly, 
ran  about  the  Journal-Consti¬ 
tution  coverage. 

“Great,  impartial  reporting 
deserving  of  recognition”  is 
what  the  Enterprise  titled  its 
editorial.  And  it’s  this  headline 
the  Journal  and  Constitution 
use  in  another  page  in  which 
they  reprint  the  Enterprise  edi¬ 
torial.  The  Enterprise  praise 
is  the  sweeter,  incidentally,  be¬ 
cause  it  was  on  the  opposite 
side  to  the  Atlanta  papers. 

Two  sentences  in  the  editor¬ 
ial  are  worthy  of  quoting. 
“When  Charlie  Gowen  spoke  in 
front  of  the  Coffee  County 
courthouse  to  about  two  dozen 
people,  there  were  two  high- 
salaried  political  writers  on 
hand  covering  his  speech.  That 
is  the  extent  to  which  the  At¬ 
lanta  papers  went  to  assure 
complete  impartiality  among 
the  candidates.” 

This  is  fine  public  service, 
and  fine  promotion  of  such  ser¬ 
vice.  There  ought  to  be  a  lot 
more  of  it. 


Employee  Paper  Started 

Norfolk,  Va. 

The  Norfolk  Ledger-Dispatch 
and  Norfolk  Virginian-Pilot 
have  started  publication  of  a 
monthly  employe  newspaper. 
The  paper  is  mailed  directly  to 
the  homes  of  the  employes  and 
retired  employes. 
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The  car  with  its 
family  of  four  had  just  crashed  through  the  guard 
rail  at  the  bridge  and  tumbled  down  into  the  40-foot 
ravine  when  Comer  W.  Bailey  rounded  a  curve  in  his 
tractor-trailer  and  picked  up  evidence  of  the  tragedy 
with  his  headlights. 

Parking  his  unit  off  the  road,  he  quickly  set  up 
flares,  then  made  his  way  down  the  steep  embank¬ 
ment  to  the  battered  car.  There  he  spotted  a  man  and 
woman  and  two  children,  all  obviously  hurt,  the 
former  most  seriously. 

Warning  the  grown-ups  to  lie  quietly  until  he  could 
get  help,  Bailey  carefully  carried  the  children  back 
to  the  highway  where  he  hailed  a  passing  car  and 
sent  them  on  to  the  nearest  hospital.  He  stayed  at 
the  scene  until  an  ambulance  came  and  took  the 
father  and  mother  to  the  hospital  and  because  of  his 
prompt  action  this  family  is  alive  and  well  today. '

Plenty  of  promotional  am¬ 
munition  is  being  provided  to 
newspapers  through  Interna¬ 
tional  Circulation  Managers  As¬ 
sociation  on  how  to  fittingly  ob¬ 
serve  Newspaperboy  Day  as  a 
part  of  National  Newspaper 
Week,  Oct.  1-8.  An  ICMA 
“Idea  Book  for  Newspaperboy 
Day”  has  already  gone  out  to 
the  ICMA  members,  featuring 
a  collection  of  samples  of 
things  that  were  done  last  year 
by  newspapers  in  connection 
with  Newspaperboy  Day. 

President  to  Pay  Tribute 

Heading  the  national  pro¬ 
gram  is  James  M.  Rankin,  Cap¬ 
per  Publications,  Inc.,  Topeka, 
Kas.,  chairman  of  the  ICMA 
Newspaperboy  Committee.  Mr. 
Rankin,  in  turn,  has  appointed 
1954  state  chairman  whose  duty 
it  is  to  be  in  close  touch  with 
all  circulation  managers  in 
their  respective  states  in  order 
to  effect  the  widest  possible  ob- 
sei-vance  of  Newspaperboy  Day.

Treasury  Dept.  Salute 

Edmond  D.  Northup,  U.  S. 
Treasury  Department,  has  ad¬ 
vised  Chairman  Rankin  that 
Clifford  F.  Hood,  president, 
U.  S.  Steel  Corp.,  will  salute 
newspaperboys  in  a  specially- 
prepared  ad  to  be  released  by 
the  Treasury  Department.  The 
Treasury  officials  will  prepare 
mats  for  two,  three  and  four 
column  ads  and  supply  them 
to  newspapers. 

Likewise,  the  committee  has 
been  advised  that  Parade, 
American  Weekly,  This  Week 
and  Family  W^eekly  will  observe 
Newspaperboy  Day  with  color 
pages.  Similarly,  radio  and 
television  stations  are  being 
supplied  with  suitable  tran¬ 
scripts  and  skits,  at  both  the 
local  and  national  level,  fea¬ 
turing  the  newspaperboy.  News¬ 
paper  columnists  and  cartoon¬ 
ists  will  also  incorporate  tribute 
to  carriers  in  their  features 
during  Newspaper  Week. 

Looking  ahead  to  a  wide¬ 
spread  observance  of  Newspa¬ 
perboy  Day,  Chairman  Rankin 
stated :

More  College  Students 
Mean  Better  Graduates 


By  Dwight  Bentel 

Journalism  education’s  proud¬ 
est  boast  since  World  War  II 
has  been  the  ready  placement 
of  its  graduates. 
“We  could  have 
placed  a  lot 
more  if  we’d 
had  ’em”  has 
been  love’s  old 
sweet  refrain  at 
the  journalism 
schools. 

Now  along 
comes  Ed  Lind- 
...  say,  president 

Lindsay  Lindsay- 

Schaub  newspapers  of  Decatur 
and  chairman  of  the  American 
Council  on  Education  for  Jour¬ 
nalism,  insinuating  that  the 
teachers  have  ben  singing  off 
key.  “The  newspaper  field  has 
been  so  wide  open  you  could 
have  been  placing  piano  tuners 
and  meter  inspectors,”  he  told 
them  at  their  convention  in  Al¬ 
buquerque  (E&P  Sept.  4.  Page 
9.) 

What  he  actually  said  was, 
“It  hasn’t  been  so  many  years 
since  I  was  glad  to  hire  a  music 
major  from  Northwestern  and  a 
household  science  major  from 
Illinois  to  do  general  reporting.” 

Mr.  Lindsay’s  point  was  that 
“a  great  depression,  a  great 
war,  and  a  period  of  fabulous 
post-war  expansion  (has  cre¬ 
ated)  an  abnormal  demand  for 
your  students  at  a  time  when 
in  the  main  you  have  had  a  de¬ 
clining  number  to  teach. 

“I  have  talked,”  he  said,  “with 
journalism  teachers  and  journal¬ 
ism  administrators  who  ap-

peared  to  have  great  pride  in 
the  ease  with  which  those  grad¬ 
uates  found  positions  in  their 
chosen  fields.  Lest  you  misun¬ 
derstand  your  success — if  any 
of  you  do — may  I  remind  you 
that  the  expansion  of  the  de¬ 
mands  for  people,  at  a  time 
when  trained  people  are  fewer 
and  when  the  communications 
industry  is  in  competition  with 
the  military  services,  makes  it 
possible  for  anyone  to  get  a 
job.” 

Mr.  Lindsay  made  no  error 
in  identifying  the  joyful  chirp¬ 
ing  of  the  journalism  teachers 
as  pride.  But  he  does  not  en¬ 
tirely  dampen  the  cause  for  re¬ 
joicing  with  his  “abnormal  de¬ 
mand”  explanation.  It’s  true 
that  until  1952  college  popula¬ 
tions  declined  from  the  post-war 
peak,  that  proportionately  fewer 
young  people  entered  the  jour¬ 
nalism  schools  and  departments, 
and  that  the  armed  services 
have  had  their  buses  backed  up 
to  the  commencement  exercises 
with  their  motors  running. 

But  it’s  also  true  that  Em¬ 
ployers  of  Distinction  are  Turn¬ 
ing  to  Campuses.  That  is  to 
say,  in  these  po.st-war  years 
they  have  become  habituated  in 
droves  to  looking  to  the  journal¬ 
ism  schools  for  their  recruits. 
As  George  C.  Diggers  of  the 
Atlanta  Journal  and  Constitu¬ 
tion  wrote  recently  for  the  full- 
page  New  York  Life  Insurance 
“Should  Your  Child  Be  a  News- 
paperman?”  magazine  ad: 
“Most  of  the  young  people  now 
entering  the  work  are  graduates 


if  you  had  international  business 
interests  associated  with  publishing 
printing,  advertising  or  commerciei 
radio,  and  you  want  to  keep  in  touch 
with  those  activities  in  Australia  and 
New  Zealand,  read  Newspaper  News, 
the  national  monthly  business  news¬ 
paper  devoted  to  those  closely  re 
iated  interests  of  “Down  Under." 
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of  schools  of  journalism.” 

The  journalism  schools  have 
been  fresh  out  of  graduates, 
year  after  year,  because  so 
many  newspaper  employers  had 
come  to  them  rather  than  the 
open  market. 

Journalism  education’s  pride 
is  understandable  .  .  .  and  par¬ 
donable.  All  this  has  taken  a 
lot  of  doing.  No  personnel  in 
higher  education  has  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  a  heavier  beating,  or 
worked  harder  to  establish  the 
validity  of  their  undertaking  and 
desirability  of  their  product, 
than  the  journalism  faculties. 
It’s  not  so  long  since  journalism 
graduates  had  to  conceal  that 
fact  when  they  applied  for  jobs. 

Confusion 

True,  there  may  have  been 
some  confusion  among  the 
teachers  in  their  interpretation 
of  this  success.  As  Dr.  Ralph 
Casey  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  school  of  journalism 
recently  pointed  out,  number  of 
graduates  in  newspaper  jobs  is 
not  the  ultimate  measure  of 
success  of  journalism  education. 
Rather,  he  said,  “It’s  the  influ¬ 
ences  these  young  men  and 
women  exert  on  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  readers.” 

Success,  is  too  often  measured 
he  said,  in  “the  number  of  our 
alumni  who  serve  in  executive 
jobs  on  dailies,  who  run  weekly 
papers,  who  become  vice-presi¬ 
dents  of  advertising  agencies, 
but  without  measuring  their 
willingness  to  stand  up  in  the 
face  of  the  political  demagogue 
or  to  oppose,  when  necessary, 
the  ill-timed  schemes  of  selfish 
pressures,  or  over  the  long  haul 
to  inform  irrational  and  emo¬ 
tional  publics  with  the  basic 
facts  that  logically  govern  their 
domestic  and  international  se¬ 
curity  and  progress  .  .  .” 

Increase  Expected 

Nevertheless,  eagerness  of 
newspaper  employers  to  grab 
up  output  of  the  journalism 
schools  represents  no  mean 
achievement  for  the  schools. 

Now  Mr.  Lindsay  obviously 
wasn’t  denying  all  this.  His 
point  was  simply  that  conditions 
have  been  extraordinarily  favor¬ 
able,  but  from  now  on  they 
probably  will  be  tougher. 

“I  think  this  means,”  he  told 
the  teachers,  “that  before  many 
more  years  you  will  again  be 
faced  with  serious  employment 
problems  for  your  graduates.” 

Here  Mr.  Lindsay  was  prod¬ 
ding  with  stiffened  forefinger 
at  a  disturbing  fact  which  the 
journalism  teachers  haven’t 
faced  up  to.  Despite  their  re¬ 
cent  concern  over  diminishing 
journalism  enrollments,  the  stu¬ 
dents  soon  will  be  coming  in 


droves.  Present  prospects  indi¬ 
cate  that  within  the  next  decade 
college  and  university  enroll¬ 
ments  will  increase  from  about 
two  and  a  third  million  to  more 
than  three  million.  And  they’ll 
keep  going  on  up  from  there.  In¬ 
crease  will  become  particularly 
acute  toward  the  end  of  the 
decade  when  babies  born  during 
the  great  surge  of  population 
in  World  War  II  are  ready  to 
enter  college. 

Additional  Factor 

There’s  an  interesting  addi¬ 
tional  factor  to  be  considered. 
Students  ai'e  trending  away 
from  the  arts  and  humanities 
toward  the  professional  fields. 
They  are  becoming  more  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  courses  which  will 
train  them  in  making  a  living. 
Some  of  these,  also,  will  head 
for  journalism. 

In  some  states,  such  as  Cali¬ 
fornia,  the  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  face  a  tidal  wave  of  stu¬ 
dents.  The  California  institu¬ 
tions  in  1958  will  be  confronted 
with  40  per  cent  more  students 
than  in  1954.  High  school  grad¬ 
uates  are  expected  to  increase 
from  96,600  in  1955  to  189,800 
in  1965. 

If  a  proportionate  number  of 
these  people  graduate  in  jour¬ 
nalism,  the  newspapers  of  the 
state  will  be  flooded  with  job 
applicants. 

Rigid  Requirements 

Actually,  increased  enroll- 
ments — when  they  come — will 
make  it  possible  for  the  journal¬ 
ism  schools  to  be  more  selective 
and  more  rigid  in  their  require¬ 
ments.  They  should  result  not 
in  substantially  greater  numbers 
of  graduates,  but  in  better  ones. 

A  booming  college  population 
offers  great  opportunity  to  jour¬ 
nalism  education.  It  means  that 
if,  as  Mr.  Lindsay  suggests, 
“employers  of  the  graduates  of 
journalism  schools  will  be  more 
critical  of  the  education  of  job 
applicants,”  the  schools  will  be 
better  able  to  produce  only 
those  who  will  pass  muster.

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Jean  Lyon  Says: 

Nehru  Meets  Press 
Much  Like  Our  Ike 


By  Ray  Erwin 

Press  conferences  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Eisenhower  and  Prime 
Minister  Nehru,  a  half  a  world 
apart  geographically,  are  close 
together  in  their  freedom  and 
frankness. 

Jean  Lyon,  internationally 
known  American  newswoman, 
who  has  been  in  India  four 
years  as  a  writer  for  newspa¬ 
pers  and  magazines,  described 
the  similarity  in  meetings  of 
the  heads  of  state  in  Washing¬ 
ton  and  in  New  Delhi  when  she 
was  in  New  York  last  week  for 
publication  of  her  new  book, 
“Just  Half  A  World  Away — My 
Search  for  the  New  India” 
(Thos.  Y.  Crowell  Co.). 

Alert  Corps 

“There  is  an  alert  bunch  of 
correspondents  in  New  Delhi 
from  all  over  India,”  reported 
Miss  Lyon  with  a  quick,  con¬ 
tagious  smile,  “Nehru’s  press 
conferences  have  from  50  to 
100  reporters  present.  They  are 
held  in  English,  oddly  enough. 
Hindi  will  become  the  official 
language  eventually  but  some 
of  the  reporters  do  not  know 
it  at  all. 

“Nehru’s  talks  with  the  press 
are  very  interesting,”  she  con¬ 
tinued  with  enthusiasm.  “One 
month,  he  had  three  and  each 
lasted  from  two  to  three  hours. 
He  lets  us  ask  all  questions 
and  he  talks  freely  and  frank¬ 
ly.” 

In  reply  to  a  question,  Miss 
Lyon  added: 

“Yes,  they  are  like  those  at 
the  White  House  except  that 
direct  quotes  are  allowed  al¬ 
ways  and  nothing  is  off  the 
record.” 

Official  texts  of  the  Prime 
Minister’s  multiple  speeches  are 
carried  in  full  by  the  newspa¬ 
pers,  she  said,  not  because  of 
any  governmental  pressure  but 
just  because  he  is  the  nation’s 
leading  figure. 

The  U.  S.  correspondents’ 
corps  in  New  Delhi  is  very 
small,  considering  the  increased 
importance  of  India  in  world 
affairs  and  the  critical  political- 
military  situation  in  Asia.  Miss 
Lyon  reported  that  the  only 
individual  U.  S.  newspaper 
maintaining  a  correspondent 
there  is  the  New  York  Times, 
which  is  represented  by  Robert 
Trumbull.  She  said  the  AP,  UP 


and  Time  and  Life  have  men 
there  and  INS  sends  a  corres¬ 
pondent  there  from  time  to 
time. 

Miss  Lyon  said  the  press  of 
India  is  fairly  free.  She  pointed 
out  that  a  Press  Commission  re¬ 
cently  made  an  investigation  of 
the  status  of  newsmen  and  their 
pay  scales  (very  low)  and  of 
ethical  and  news  standards  in 
the  profession. 

“They  inherited  the  British 
tradition  of  freedom  of  the 
press  but  they  have  not  yet 
fully  developed  it,”  she  said. 
“Many  fly-by-night  papers  are 
printed  in  the  local  or  regional 
languages  and  sober  newsmen 
are  aware  some  of  these  pa¬ 
pers  are  guilty  of  lots  of  ir¬ 
responsible  reporting.  They  are 
trying  to  establish  standards. 

“There  is  a  predominance  of 
interest  by  the  press  in  politics 
and  not  along  human  interest 
and  feature  lines,”  she  con¬ 
tinued.  “The  partly  literate 
public  is  very  limited  and  many 
in  that  small  group  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  politics,  hence  the  pre¬ 
occupation  of  the  press  with  the 
subject.  The  press  is  not  aimed 
at  the  masses.” 

The  correspondent  said  that 
India  has  no  journalism  schools 
comparable  to  those  in  the 
United  States  but  some  are 
being  started  in  the  universities. 

Rural  Retreat 

To  write  her  book,  a  per¬ 
sonal  narrative  of  village  life 
in  modem  India,  Miss  Lyon 
lived  for  many  months  in  the 
mountain  town  of  Almora, 
where  her  windows  overlooked 
the  snow-covered  Himalayan 
peaks  of  Nepal  and  Tibet.  An 
arduous  journey  was  required  to 
reach  her  temporary  abode 
from  New  Delhi  by  standard- 
gage  railway,  then  narrow- 
gage  railway,  then  by  bus  and 
finally  a  four-mile  hike. 

She  is  justly  proud  that  a 
section  of  the  book  is  given 
over  to  her  own  illustrations. 
It  was  her  first  experience  at 
reporting  with  a  camera  as 
well  as  words. 

After  a  visit  to  her  mother 
in  Claremont,  Calif.,  Miss  Lyon 
plans  to  return  to  New  Delhi, 
where  she  has  lived  and  worked 
since  1950.  She  returns  there

China-Born  I

(Her  grandfather  had  be-  j 
come  a  Presbyterian  mission-  I 
ary  to  China  in  1869.)  She  is 
the  widow  of  Donald  McConnell, 
who  was  a  professor  of  eco¬ 
nomics  at  New  York  University 
and  who  was  a  .son  of  the  late 
Bishop  Francis  J.  McConnell  of 
the  Methodist  Church. 

After  she  was  graduated 
from  Wellesley  College,  Miss 
Lyon  traveled  in  Europe,  South 
America  and  Central  America 
and  then  returned  to  China  to 
work  for  the  Chinese  Ministry 
of  Information.  She  went  to 
China  again  in  1946,  this  time 
for  the  YWCA  and  she  re¬ 
mained  as  a  newswoman. 

The  fall  of  Peking  to  the 
Communists  was  covered  for 
the  New  York  Times  by  Miss 
Lyon  in  1949  and  she  had  to 
remain  there  for  four  months 
after  the  Reds  took  control. 

Mi.ss  Lyon  was  on  the  edi¬ 
torial  staff  of  the  New  York  Sun 
(1930-35)  and  continued  to 
write  feature  stories  for  the 
Sun  after  she  went  to  China. 
She  once  wrote  a  daily  fea¬ 
ture  for  Bell  Syndicate  during 
her  New  York  residence.

Risks  Press  Criticism 


Chicago 

Circuit  Court  Judge  Harry 
M.  Fisher  dismissed  a  libel  suit 
for  $2,500,000  against  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Tribune  recently  with  the 
comment  that  the  press  must  be 
free  to  criticize  public  officials. 

Everyone  who  accepts  em¬ 
ployment  from  the  government, 
the  judge  said,  must  take  the 
risk  of  having  his  name  men¬ 
tioned  in  connection  with  the 
exposure  of  official  acts. 

The  defendant,  Kenneth  G. 
Belt,  an  American  engineer  liv¬ 
ing  in  Paris,  was  allowed  time 
to  file  an  amended  complaint. 
He  sued  the  Tribune  for  an  ar¬ 
ticle  of  May  8,  1952  which  said, 
in  part: 

“American  taxpayers  will  lose 
almost  $l,O00,C00  of  a  $5,000,- 
000  project  launched  here  to 
transform  this  former  French 
air  base  into  an  army  transpor¬ 
tation  and  chemical  depot,  ac¬ 
cording  to  engineering  esti¬ 
mates  of  construction  waste.” 

Explains  Ruling 

It  stated  that  the  decision  for 
the  enterprise  was  made  “on 
the  advice  of  Kenneth  Belt, 
who  blueprinted  the  $5,000,000 
project  while  employed  as  a 
civilian  army  engineer.” 

Judge  Fisher  held  that  “when 
a  civilian  expert  is  engaged  to 
work  for  the  government  .  .  . 
that  person  accepts  that  en¬ 
gagement  and  so  far  as  the 
public  right  to  criticize  his  con¬ 
duct  is  concerned,  he  stands 
precisely  on  the  same  footing 
as  those  who  are  actually  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  army  .  .  . 

“The  right  is  not  limited  by 
the  nature  of  the  employment,” 
Judge  Fisher  said.  “The  right 
stems  from  the  fact  that  the 
employment  is  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  for  the  people  and, 
therefore,  the  freest  type  of 
criticism  should  not  only  be 
permitted  but  encouraged.” 

Hails  Newspapers’  Role 

The  court  held  that  “news¬ 
papers  play  a  great  part  in  the 
development  of  our  civiliza¬ 
tion.” 

“They  [newspapers]  play  an 
extraordinary  role  in  guarding 
against  corruption,  inefficiency, 
neglect  or  incompetence  on  the 
part  of  public  officials. 

“But  for  the  presence  of 
newspapers,”  Judge  Fisher  said, 
“we  would  have  no  instru¬ 
mentality  by  which  the  light 
can  be  thrown  upon  the  conduct 
of  public  officials;  a  light  can 
be  thrown  strong  enough  for 
all  who  are  interested  to  see. 


observe  and  criticize  that  con¬ 
duct. 

“If  we  would  become  over¬ 
sensitive  of  the  criticism  and 
punish  the  newspapers  of  this 
country  every  time  they  utter 
a  criticism  of  a  public  official 
or  public  servant  or  employe 
because  they  didn’t  exercise  the 
highest  degree  of  care  in  choos¬ 
ing  their  language  in  which  the 
criticism  is  expressed,  the  news¬ 
papers  of  this  country  would 
have  a  hard  time.  Smaller 
newspapers  could  be  put  out  of 
business  and  above  all,  they 
would  become  hyper-cautious 
and  afraid  to  throw  any  light 
upon  the  activities  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment. 

“It  may  be  unfortunate  that 
in  finding  fault  with  the  army 
officers  who  have  probably 
wasted  some  of  the  public’s 
money.  Belt’s  name  was  men¬ 
tioned  in  connection  with  it, 
but  that’s  a  risk  that  everyone 
must  take  who  is  willing  to  ac¬ 
cept  employment  from  the  gov¬ 
ernment.”

Institution-W  ide 
Accreditation  Lauded 

To  THE  Editor  :  The  American 
Society  of  Journalism  School 
Administrators  at  its  annual 
meeting  at  the  University  of 
New  Mexico,  Albuquerque,  Aug. 
31-Sept.  2,  passed  a  resolution 
of  unusual  significance  to  col¬ 
leges,  the  press,  and  even  to 
citizens  who  would  preserve  the 
full  force  of  the  first  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Federal  Constitu¬ 
tion.  The  Society  recognized 
and  endorsed  institution-wide 
evaluation  and  accreditation  of 
journalism  departments  and 
schools  as  sound  pi’ofessional 
accreditation. 

Institution-wide  accreditation 
means  that  specialized  or  tech¬ 
nical  curricula,  administered  by 
a  distinct  college,  school,  or  de¬ 
partment  of  a  university,  are 
examined  and  appraised  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  other  professional  cur¬ 
ricula  or  units  and  to  the  In¬ 
stitution  as  a  whole.  It  means 
also  that  a  visitation  commit¬ 
tee,  composed  of  one  to  three 
experts  in  the  respective  tech¬ 
nical  fields,  meet  at  one  time, 
do  the  evaluating  as  a  joint  or 
“package”  enterprise,  exchange 
opinions  on  the  significant  char¬ 
acteristics  of  the  institution, 
and  finally  arrive  at  an  evalua¬ 


tion  of  the  whole  institution 
and  all  the  specialized  profes¬ 
sional  units  within  it. 

The  special  virtues  of  the  in¬ 
stitution-wide  type  of  accredita¬ 
tion  are  several.  The  institution 
is  visited  by  one  team  of  evalua¬ 
tors  only  once  every  five  or  10 
years,  instead  of  being  visited 
every  few  weeks  by  a  small 
team  representing  any  one  of 
some  50  independent  accredit¬ 
ing  agencies.  The  institution¬ 
wide  system  is  cheaper,  costing 
the  institution  visited  only  the 
meals,  lodging  and  transporta¬ 
tion  of  the  evaluators,  instead 
of  a  few  hundred  dollars  usually 
charged  by  every  independent 
agency  when  it  pays  a  visit. 

The  I-W  system  enables  the 
president  and  board  of  trustees 
to  keep  control  of  their  institu¬ 
tion  rather  than  having  an  auto¬ 
cratic  accrediting  agency  tell 
them  to  do  thus  and  so,  or  have 
their  institution  put  on  a  public 
black  list.  It  prevents,  in  the 
case  of  journalism  schools,  any 
ambition  to  regiment  or  mo¬ 
nopolize  journalism  education 
and  so  subvert  the  spirit  of  the 
constitutional  amendment  which 
prohibits  even  the  semblance  of 
licensing  or  control  for  those 
who  would  write  for  publica¬ 
tions.  It  is  of  special  signi¬ 
ficance  to  journalism  schools, 
whose  curricula  are  often  75  to 
90  per  cent  liberal  arts  sub¬ 
jects  and  never  highly  technical 
as  is  true  of  some  licensed  pro¬ 
fessions.  This  system,  more¬ 
over,  is  the  one  advocated  and 
heartily  endorsed  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Commission  on  Accredit¬ 
ing,  which  represents  over  1,200 
colleges.  It  is  also  endorsed 
by  all  or  most  of  the  six  re¬ 
gional  accrediting  associations 
of  schools  and  colleges,  a  leader 
among  which  is  the  Middle 
States  Association. 

Prior  to  the  ASJSA  resolu¬ 


tion,  only  one  system  of 
accreditation  for  journalism 
schools  had  been  recognized, 
that  of  the  American  Council 
on  Education  for  Journalism, 
which  adminsters  the  indepen¬ 
dent  type  of  visitation  such  as 
followed  by  law,  medicine,  phar¬ 
macy,  and  other  professions 
which  require  a  license.  The 
institution^wide  type  of  accredi¬ 
tation,  now  endorsed  by  ASJSA, 
provides  a  much-needed  second 
type  of  professional  accredita¬ 
tion  for  journalism  schools  and 
departments.  Many  journalism 
educators  are  hailing  this  new 
type  with  enthusiasm,  because 
journalism  must  be  kept  demo¬ 
cratic  and  press  freedom  must 
be  preserved  at  all  costs. 

Another  reason  why  the  in¬ 
stitution-wide  system  is  pre¬ 
ferred  for  journalism  is  that  it 
calls  for  no  financial  support 
from  publishers,  professional 
newspaper  organizations,  or  the 
outside  world  in  general.  When 
an  accrediting  system  has  to 
depend  for  its  support  on  money 
contributed  by  other  interests 
than  the  college  themselves, 
there  is  always  danger  that  sel¬ 
fish  desire  rather  than  meritor¬ 
ious  quality  may  be  the  deter¬ 
mining  factor  in  giving  a  school 
or  department  the  coveted  label 
of  “accredited.”

000  stockholders  before  the 
campaign  ends,”  prophesized 
Mr.  Chamay,  explaining  that 
the  tour  will  begin  in  January 
with  an  interim  stop  before. 

“Our  greatest  appeal  is  Mr. 
Wolfson  himself — his  person¬ 
ality,  his  forthrightness  and 
willingness  to  give  direct  an¬ 
swers  to  direct  questions  by 
stockholders  or  newspaper  re¬ 
porters,”  he  continued.

A  series  of  “Coffee  Cup  Con¬ 
ferences”  at  which  little  as  well 
as  big  stockholders  have  a 
chance  to  ask  pointed  questions, 
is  planned.  Innovations  and  de¬ 
vices  that  will  surpise  the  op¬ 
position  were  hinted.  A  prexy- 
getting  firm  may  be  retained 
later  in  the  drive. 

No  Personal  Attack 

Under  no  circumstances  will 
a  personal  attack  be  made  on 
Mr.  Avery  and  the  fight  will  be 
waged  on  business  principles 
and  not  personalities,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Charnay.  It  was  ex¬ 
plained  that  Mr.  Wolfson  has 
a  high  personal  regard  for  Mr. 
Avery. 

“We  have  received  a  lot  of 
letters  from  disgruntled  em¬ 
ployes  and  dissatisfied  stock¬ 
holders  and  enemies  of  Mr. 
Avery  appealing  to  the  pas¬ 
sions  of  Mr.  Wolfson  and  his 
associates  by  introducing  racial 
issues  and  accusing  Mr.  Avery 
of  bias,”  said  Mr.  Charnay. 
“Mr.  Wolfson  rejects  and 
wants  no  part  of  those  charges 
and  refuses  to  believe  that  Mr. 
Avery  is  that  kind  of  man. 

“This  could  be  a  classic  ex¬ 
ample  of  free  enterprise  and 
the  free  American  system  at 
work  so  that  the  rest  of  the 
world  can  see  that  there’s  am¬ 
ple  opportunity  here  for  any 
American,  no  matter  how  hum¬ 
ble  his  beginnings,”  he  added. 

Ward  Montgomery  operations 
have  been  under  Mr.  Wolf  son’s 
close  scrutiny  for  two  years 
and  thorough  analyses  of  cus¬ 
tomer  relations,  employe  rela¬ 
tions,  community  relations  and 


financing  have  been  made.  An 
advisory  committee  of  mer¬ 
chandising  and  mail  order  spe¬ 
cialists  is  being  set  up. 

Story  Breaks 

Mr.  Charnay  said  the  story 
broke  “inadvertently”  when 
Leslie  Gould,  financial  editor 
of  the  New  York  Joumal- 
American,  published  it  on  Aug- 
20  and  that  as  a  result  the 
Wolfson  forces  had  to  accele¬ 
rate  their  operations  by  six  or 
eight  weeks. 

“Inside  of  48  hours,  however, 
we  had  our  operations  rolling 
and  had  established  offices  at 
the  Biltmore,  put  Mr.  Dale  in 
charge  and  staffed  the  offices 
from  our  organization,”  proud¬ 
ly  proclaimed  the  PR  specialist. 

A  hope  that  the  press  will  not 
resort  to  “needling  techniques” 
was  voiced  and  the  charge  was 
made  that  already  there  have 
been  “attempts  to  smear.” 

“We  hope  the  approach  of 
both  sides  will  be  objective  and 
fair,”  said  Mr.  Charnay.  “Mr. 
Wolfson  stands  on  his  record, 
his  integrity,  his  performance. 
His  approach  is  predicated  in  a 
firm  belief  in  the  American 
economy  as  opposed  to  hitch¬ 
ing  his  future  to  a  depression 
as  has  the  management  of 
Montgomery  Ward.” 

The  chief  Wolfson  charge 
against  the  Chicago  mail  order 
house  is  that  it  hoarded  its 
capital  instead  of  putting  it  to 
work,  that  it  banked  on  a  de¬ 
pression  while  Sears,  Roebuck 
ran  away  with  the  business, 
that  it  failed  to  develop  and 
keep  an  adequate  executive 
staff.  The  Wolfson  forces 
claim  receipt  of  many  letters 
from  stockholders,  some  hold¬ 
ing  thousands  of  shares,  who 
are  unhappy  with  the  present 
management  and  seek  a 
change. 

Blunt  and  Bold 

Study  of  a  transcript  of  one 
of  Mr.  Wolf  son’s  recent  press 
conferences  reveals  that  he  is 
blunt  and  bold  and  never  re¬ 
sorts  to  a  politician’s  no-com¬ 
ment  or  off-the-record  routine. 

Gerald  Freed,  former  news¬ 
paperman,  is  giving  no  help  to 
his  onetime  Washington  pro¬ 
fessional  colleagues  who  want 
to  know  what’s  and  who’s  back 
of  advertisements  he  has  been 
causing  to  be  printed  in  the 
Washington  Post  and  Times- 
Herald  and  the  New  York 
Times  urging  the  stockholders 
to  resist  the  Wolfson  control 
plans.  He  formerly  was  a 
Washington  writer  for  the 
Wall  Street  Journal,  now  is  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  real  estate  busi¬ 
ness.  He  has  refused  to  discuss 
his  present  anti-Wolfson  cam¬ 
paign. 


Some  financial  writers  for 
newspapers  have  stated  that 
Mr.  Wolfson  will  do  unusually 
well  to  get  himself  elected  to 
the  three-member  board  of 
directors  and  predicted  he  will 
not  be  able  to  capture  all  three 
seats,  which  is  his  goal  and 
which  is  necessary  for  control. 

Mr.  Avery,  a  legendary  fig¬ 
ure  in  American  business,  has 
said  nothing  yet.  There  are 
good  reasons  to  believe  he  is 
making  his  plans  in  his  own 
individualistic  and  uncompro¬ 
mising  manner.  Evidently  he 
believes  the  axiom  that  a 
quiet  fighter  is  a  dangerous  one. 

The  management  polled  4,- 
858,464  shares  in  person  or  by 
proxy  at  the  1954  meeting. 
There  are  201,554  shares  of 
Class  A  and  6,502,378  shares  of 
common  stock  outstanding.  Mr. 
Wolfson  must  take  more  than 
2,500,000  shares  away  from 
the  management  slate  if  he  is 
to  elect  three  opposition  di¬ 
rectors. 

Lou  Wolfson  says  he’s  going 
to  do  that  very  thing.

Lensmen  Help  Boy; 
Plead  for  Detective

Have  you  ever  been  told  that 
as  a  press  photographer  you 
represent  a  business  that  is 
cool,  casual,  insensitive,  even 
heartless  in  its  attitude  toward 
fellow  men? 

Probably,  huh?  Well,  here  are 
two  stories  you  can  use  to  an¬ 
swer  the  critics  with,  if  you 
think  it’s  worth  the  bother. 
They  concern  a  Milwaukee  boy 
and  a  New  York  City  detective. 

In  the  New  Haven  (Conn.) 
Register’s  darkroom  not  so  long 
ago  several  of  the  staffers  were 
around  the  wirephoto  machine 
when  a  picture  arrived  showing 
a  young  lad  with  a  fish  hook 
imbedded  in  his  right  eye. 

‘Poor  Kid’ 

The  caption  for  the  picture 
said : 

“Really  Hooked — Roman  Trz- 
cinski,  12,  Milwaukee  looks  over 
I  the  plug  he  used  on  a  birthday 
fishing  trip.  A  fish  slipped  off 
the  hook  and  the  plug  snapped 
back. 

“One  of  the  hooks  lodged  in 
his  eye.  Surgeons  closed  the  eye 
to  stop  the  lid  from  scraping  on 
the  exposed  barb  before  an  op¬ 
eration  to  remove  the  hook. 
An  attempt  to  remove  the  hook 
with  a  magnet  failed.” 

As  the  Sunday  Register  tells 
the  story,  one  of  the  photogra- 
j  phers  took  one  look  and  said, 

!  “The  poor  kid.  He  goes  off  on 
a  birthday  fishing  trip  and  ends 
up  with  a  fish  hook  in  his  eye. 
The  poor  kid!” 

Another  photographer  came 
over,  looked  at  the  picture,  read 
the  caption  and  said,  “A  dam 
shame — and  such  a  nice  look¬ 
ing  kid.”  A  third  photographer 
had  an  equally  sympathetic  re¬ 
mark. 

The  first  photographer  sud¬ 
denly  dug  into  his  pants  pocket 
and  pulled  out  some  folding 
money.  Turning  to  the  others, 
he  said,  “Let’s  take  up  a  col¬ 
lection  and  buy  the  kid  some¬ 
thing.” 

The  others  agreed,  and  before 
the  day  was  over,  the  Register 
said,  all  seven  members  of  the 
photography  staff  had  chipped 
in  for  a  present.  They  bought 
him  a  camera  with  flash  at¬ 
tachment,  and  film  and  bulbs 
and  carrying  case,  and  sent  it 
out  to  the  boy. 

The  staff  received  a  warm 
thank-you  letter  from  Mrs. 


Trzcinski,  in  which  she  said 
Roman’s  reaction  was:  “They 
don’t  even  know  me,  but  they 
care  enough  to  buy  this  won¬ 
derful  camera  for  me.” 

Mrs.  Trzcinski  added:  “As 
long  as  there  are  men  like  you 
in  the  world,  our  country  will 
always  be  the  greatest.  Romey 
hopes  to  visit  some  day  to  thank 
you  all  in  person.” 

Now  for  the  detective.  He  is 
James  J.  P.  McShane,  former 
boxer  who  has  been  decorated 
12  times  for  valor.  He  holds  the 
department’s  highest  award : 
the  medal  of  honor. 

Mr.  McShane,  off  duty  at  the 
time,  posed  for  a  picture  in  the 
company  of  Rocky  Marciano 
outside  Madison  Square  Gar¬ 
den  just  before  the  recent  title 
fight  with  Ezzard  Charles.  The 
photo  showed  the  detective  hold¬ 
ing  an  umbrella  over  the  cham¬ 
pion’s  head. 

Mr.  McShane,  an  old  friend 
of  Rocky’s,  had  agreed  to  the 
picture  when  the  photographers 
asked  for  a  rainy-day  shot. 
One  of  the  cameramen  bor¬ 
rowed  an  umbrella  from  a  lady 
in  the  audience. 

When  Police  Commissioner 
Francis  W.  H.  Adams  saw  the 
picture  the  next  day  in  the  local 
papers,  he  was  disturbed  enough 
to  demote  Mr.  McShane  from 
second  to  third-grade  detective 
and  to  shift  him  to  a  quieter 
post. 

Mr.  Adams  contended  that 
Mr.  McShane  violated  a  de¬ 
partmental  policy  against  de¬ 
tectives  posing  for  pictures.  He 
said  it  made  their  faces  fa¬ 
miliar  to  criminals.  He  fur¬ 
ther  commented  that  the  pic¬ 
ture  made  it  appear  that  Rocky 
had  been  assigned  a  bodyguard. 

Other  police  officials  quickly 
pointed  out,  however,  that 
newspaper  pictures  of  detec¬ 
tives  at  work  are  commonplace. 
They  said  it  is  equally  common 
to  pose  officers  when  they  have 
won  awards. 

Leon  Hoffman  of  the  New 
York  Daily  Mirror,  president 
of  the  New  York  Press  Photog¬ 
raphers  Association,  at  this 
writing  has  not  yet  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  reaching  the  commis¬ 
sioner  to  discuss  the  incident. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
association,  Mr.  Hoffman  said 
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the  members  feel  “more  or  less” 
to  blame  and  want  the  detec¬ 
tive  reinstated. 


Salute  to  TV  Pair 

Associated  Press  gave  a 
salute  this  week  to  photogra¬ 
phers  Chris  Button  and  Louis 
Oberste,  of  KARK-TV,  Little 
Rock,  Ark.,  for  dramatic  camera 
work  on  the  firing  line. 

Their  pictures  caught  the 
shooting  by  an  off-duty  police¬ 
man  of  a  fugitive  from  a  men¬ 
tal  hospital  who  was  holding 
a  woman  hostage. 

Button  and  Oberste  got  the 
tip  via  police  radio.  They 
recorded  the  scene  on  16-  mil¬ 
limeter  movie  cameras  from  a 
distance  of  150  feet. 

When  studio  prints  from  the 
film  did  not  turn  out  well,  Ob¬ 
erste  took  the  negatives  to  a 
microfilm  enlarger  at  the  state 
capitol  and  made  prints  at 
three  minutes’  exposure  each.

Mr.  Flynn  describes  newspa- 
pering  as  “a  crazy,  cock-eyed, 
wonderful,  stimulating,  nerve- 
wracking,  lovable,  exacting,  re¬ 
warding,  and  completely  unpre¬ 
dictable  occupation  and,  as  a 
business,  bankers  shun  it.  If 
you  don’t  yearn  for  it  before 
you  get  into  it,  you  shouldn’t 
start,  and  if  you  don’t  love  it 
after  you’ve  in  it,  you  should 
get  out.  And  if  you  do  get  out 
you’ll  always  want  to  be  back.” 

The  program  took  place  at  a 
dinner  at  which  about  40  news¬ 
paper  men  representing  the 
state’s  daily  newspapers  were 
present.

Salisbury  Unveils  Series 
Of  Moscow  Impressions 

Harrison  Salisbury,  recently- 
returned  Netv  York  Times 
Moscow  correspondent,  (E&P 
July  3,  page  33)  this  week  un¬ 
veiled  a  14-part  series  of  Mos¬ 
cow  impressions  minus  a  long 
experienced  fear  of  censorship. 

Mr.  Salisbury,  former  foreign 
news  editor  for  United  Press, 
reactivated  the  Times’  Moscow 
bureau  in  1949  and  has  been 
on  assignment  there  ever  since. 

Upon  completion  of  the  series, 
he  will  join  the  local  staff  for 
general  assignment  work. 


Governor  Hails 
Press  Benefits 

Moodus,  Conn. 

Public  officials  have  an  espe¬ 
cial  responsibility  to  make  the 
details  of  public  business  avail¬ 
able  to  the  citizens.  Gov.  John 
Lodge  told  the  Fall  conference 
of  the  New  England  Weekly 
Press  Association  here. 

“Stewardship  of  the  people’s 
affairs”,  he  continued,  “does  not 
confer  on  the  stewards  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  concealing  the  people’s 
affairs  from  the  people.  But, 
by  and  large  what  goes  on  in 
government  should  be  made 
readily  and  promptly  available 
to  the  press,”  he  said. 

“Naturally,”  he  said,  “there 
are  some  fields  in  which  it 
would  be  contrary  to  the  public 
interest  to  blazon  every  detail 
of  government  operations  on  the 
front  pages.  This  applies,  as 
we  all  readily  agree,  to  matters 
involving  our  national  security 
or  to  certain  phases  of  police 
business,  for  example.  The  vol¬ 
untary  censorship  employed  by 
newspapers  during  wartime  is 
a  splendid  example  of  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  press.” 

Gov.  Lodge  recalled  that  dur¬ 
ing  his  administration  budget 
bearings  were  opened  to  the 
press  for  the  first  time  and  al.so 
said  that  he  invited  the  press 
to  attend  his  cabinet  meetings. 

Noting  that  this  is  the  sea¬ 
son  for  annual  reports  by  agen¬ 
cy  heads  to  his  office,  the  Go¬ 
vernor  said:  “Some  of  these  re¬ 


ports  naturally  contain  critical 
material.  Such  material,  par¬ 
ticularly  if  it  happens  to  be 
briefed  in  the  natural  conden¬ 
sation  of  lengthy  reports  for  a 
news  story,  might  be  construed 
as  damaging  to  the  administra¬ 
tion  in  office.  Perhaps  it  is; 
but  it  is  our  judgment  that 
the  press  is  entitled  to  examine 
these  reports  in  full  as  rapid¬ 
ly  as  they  reach  our  office  and 
to  handle  them  in  any  way  in 
which  the  reporters  and  edito¬ 
rial  writers  see  fit.  Any  at¬ 
tempt  to  censor  such  repoi-ts  or 
to  conceal  them  from  the  press 
would  be  reprehensible. 

He  said  that  the  weekly  press 
with  its  intimate  knowledge 
both  of  local  public  officers  and 
its  readers,  is  able  to  maintain 
“a  vital  connection”  between 
citizen  and  government.  “I  do 
not  need  to  remind  this  gather¬ 
ing,”  he  continued,  “that  repre¬ 
sentative  government  cannot 
thrive  if  informed  citizen  inter¬ 
est  and  participation  are  lack¬ 
ing.  And  even  in  the  intimate 
structure  of  the  town  meeting 
the  public  press  plays  a  vital 
role  in  keeping  straight  the  is¬ 
sues  which  sometimes  get  be¬ 
fogged  in  the  heat  of  discus¬ 
sion  from  the  floor.” 

The  Governor  said  that  both 
in  Washington  and  in  Hartford 
he  has  had  many  contacts  wdth 
reporters  and  other  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  press  and  that  he 
has  often  been  struck  with  the 
similarities  in  the  two  spheres 
of  public  service  represented  by 
government  and  the  press. 
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C.  Randau  Dies, 
Former  UP  Veep 

Litchfield,  Conn. 

Clem  J.  Randau,  59,  a  former 
vicepresident  of  United  Press 
and  business  manager  of  the 
old  Chicago 
Sun,  died  Sept. 
21  in  his  sleep. 
He  had  suffered 
a  mild  stroke 
some  weeks  ago. 

Mr.  Randau 
entered  the 
weekly  newspa¬ 
per  field  in  1948 
as  co-publisher 
of  the  New  Mil¬ 
ford  (Conn.) 
Times  and  last  May  he  pur- 
cha.sed  the  Litchfield  Inqtdr- 
er,  also  a  weekly. 

A  graduate  of  Stanford  Uni¬ 
versity,  Mr.  Randau  joined  UP 
in  1919  as  a  reporter  in  San 
Francisco.  Later  he  was  a  bu¬ 
reau  manager,  salesman,  sales 
manager  and  business  manager.

Canadian  producers  have 
lived  up  to  their  promises  to 
fulfill  the  demand  from  this 
country  but  whether  they  could 
have  met  the  demand  both  from 
abroad  and  the  U.  S.  without 
the  new  southern  mills  is  a 
moot  point. 

For  instance,  whereas  in  1950 
Canada  shipped  89.4%  of  its 
total  production  to  the  U.  S. 
the  percentage  is  down  to 
82.8%  for  1954.  Whereas,  only 
3.9%  of  Canada’s  production 
went  to  other  markets  in  1950, 
this  year  the  figure  is  10.2%. 

As  world  demand  increases 
so  is  world  production.  This  is 
the  free  enterprise  system  at 
work.  We  are  fortunate,  how¬ 
ever,  that  relaxation  of  cur¬ 
rency  restrictions  and  rationing 
provisions  in  other  countries 
has  not  come  all  at  once  to 
create  a  dangerous  imbalance 
of  supply  and  demand.

The  world-wide  demand  for 
newsprint  has  been  increasing, 
as  it  was  expected  to  do  in  the 
postwar  years,  but  fortunately 
it  has  been  paced  so  that  ex¬ 
treme  shortages  have  not  ap¬ 
peared  anywhere.  There  has  al¬ 
ways  been  a  demand  for  more 
newsprint  from  many  countries 
but  the  alleged  shortages  have 
been  caused  mainly  by  currency 
restrictions  rather  than  lack  of 
available  paper. 

The  world  consumption  of 
newsprint  promises  to  take  a 
sizeable  jump  in  1955.  British 
newspaper  publishers  foresee 
the  end  of  rationing.  Represent¬ 
atives  of  British,  Australian, 
Indian  and  other  publishers 
have  been  combing  the  supply 
centers  for  more  tonnage.  Aus¬ 
tralia  has  received  a  commit¬ 
ment  of  20,000  more  tons  from 
Canada.  The  British  seek  an 
additional  50,000  tons  from 
there  and  50,000  more  tons  from 
Scandinavia  if  rationing  is 
dropped. 

These  facts  might  indicate  to 
some  publishers  that  there  will 
not  be  enough  newsprint  pro¬ 
duced  next  year  to  take  care  of 
world  demand  and  that  U.  S. 
newspapers  might  find  a  tight¬ 
ening  of  their  supply.  A  cur¬ 
sory  examination  of  production 
in  the  leading  newsprint  pro¬ 
ducing  countries,  without  ex¬ 
amining  all  the  nations  where 
newsprint  is  made,  gives  the 
assurance  there  will  be  no 
great  shortage  next  year,  es¬ 
pecially  in  this  country. 

♦  *  ♦ 

In  Britain  which  is  expected 
to  produce  about  730,000  tons 
this  year,  a  new  machine  with 
capacity  of  75,000  tons  is  being 
added  to  Bowater’s  Kemsley 
mill. 

Finland,  which  produces 
about  500,000  tons,  is  adding 
six  new  machines  in  the  next 
four  or  five  years.  Two  of  these 
are  expected  to  -produce  in  1955. 

Sweden,  producer  of  367,000 
tons,  is  adding  one  new  small 
machine. 

Norway,  producing  164,000 
tons,  is  modernizing  its  mills 
and  one  new  machine  will  be 
added. 

There  is  new  production  be¬ 
ing  built  in  Portugal  and  Yu¬ 
goslavia. 

The  Newsprint  Association  of 
Canada  estimates  these  devel¬ 
opments  will  add  528,000  tons 
to  European  capacity  in  the 
near  future. 


Canada  has  already  increased 
its  1954  production  by  3.9%, 
about  150,000  tons  for  8  months 
which  may  add  up  to  200,000 
tons  for  the  year  bringing 
Canada’s  production  up  to 
5,900,000  tons. 

United  States  production  is 
up  5.9%,  an  additional  45,000 
tons  for  eight  months  of  this 
year,  and  a  new  mill  will  soon 
add  to  the  total.  Bowater’s  mill 
in  Tennessee  will  be  opened 
formally  Oct.  9.  One  machine 
in  already  in  production.  Its 
rated  capacity  will  be  130,000 
tons.  The  U.  S.  1,083.982-ton 
production  figure  of  1953  will 
be  exceeded  this  year. 

There  are  plans  for  added 
newsprint  production  in  other 
areas  of  the  world — in  New 
Zealand,  South  America  and 
elsewhere. 

*  * 

U.  S.  consumption  last  year 
approximated  6,143,000  tons — a 
record  volume.  For  eight 
months  of  this  year,  consump¬ 
tion  was  .3%,  or  about  10,000 
tons,  behind  last  year.  An  up¬ 
turn  in  Fall  business,  which 
seems  likely,  will  undoubtedly 
put  the  U.  S.  consumption  fig¬ 
ure  ahead  of  1953. 

The  U.  S.  consistently  has 
been  getting  about  80%  of  its 
total  supply  from  Canada. 
About  18%  now  comes  from 
U.  S.  mills  and  the  balance 
from  Scandinavia,  mostly  Fin¬ 
land.  European  shipments  to 
the  U.  S.  are  lower  now  than 
they  have  been  for  five  years 
largely  because  the  Swedish 
mills  have  dropped  out  of  the 
U.  S.  market.  According  to  a 
newsprint  expert  just  returned 
from  Scandinavia,  Sweden  is 
using  about  half  of  what  it 
produces  and  is  going  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  sell  the  balance  in 
Europe.  On  the  other  hand, 
Finland,  which  is  increasing  its 
capacity,  is  determined  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  send  tonnage  here  and 
will  probably  increase  the 
amount  as  its  capacity  is  en¬ 
larged. 

A  supply  of  newsprint  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  available  for  U.  S. 
publishers  to  take  care  of  their 
expansion  needs.  However,  no 
one  knows  how  the  picture 
would  look  if  the  southern  pub¬ 
lishers  had  not  promoted  three 
new  mills  in  the  South  to  pro¬ 
vide  several  hundred  thousand 
tons  more.
